A man with anti-gay epithets written on his chest and 
stomach was found stumbling on San Francisco’s 
Stanyan Street last Friday, December 4 around 2:45 
a.m. When the man, who appeared to be in his 20s, was 
brought to St. Mary’s Medical Center emergency room, he 
was incoherent and without identification, had cuts and 
swelling to his face, and was identified as “John Doe” after 
doctors were unsuccessful at bringing him to cognizance. 

St. Mary’s security guards found the man on Stanyan 
Street wandering toward the medical center. The report by 
the San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) indicated the 
security guards said the man “was unresponsive” and unable 
to remember what had happened to him. After asking if he 
needed help, security escorted the man to the emergency 
room where Dr. Lloyd Johnson conducted an examination. 

/During the examination, Johnson discovered the words 
“You should all die,” and “You don’t deserve to live fucking 
queers,” scrawled with a marker across the man’s body. The 
man, who was still unidentified at press time, said that “he 
did not remember anything,” according to Johnson. “Doe 
had no I.D. but did have $17 in cash as well as miscellaneous 
personal property,” Johnson said. 

The man “was given a drug and alcohol test which came 
back negative,” Officer Sherman Ackerson of the SFPD pub¬ 
lic information office told the Bay Area Reporter. Neverthe¬ 
less, he believes Doe might have taken a popular under¬ 
ground drug, Gamma Hydroxy Butyrate acid (GHB), either 
voluntarily or unknowingly. “We don’t know if GHB shows 
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O penly gay U.S. Representative Barney

Frank made the statement Wednesday, December 2 at the University of Massachu¬ 
setts at Dartmouth, where he spoke to students and faculty. In response to a question, 
Frank said the federal hate crimes law won’t be expanded soon: “It won’t happen while 
the GOP controls Congress.” 

Frank related that the GOP chairs of the Senate and House Judiciary committees, 
Senator Orrin Hatch of Utah and Representative Henry Hyde of Illinois, told him after 
the Matthew Shepard murder that they agreed to accept the bill, but the Republican 
Congressional Caucus vetoed the idea. “The radical right controls the Republicans 
with its purse strings, so prospects of passage [during the next session] are not great,”

2 1-year-old Sacto gay man 
brutally beaten, left to die

I n a case sickeningly similar to the mur¬ 
der of Matthew Shepard, a gay man was 
found unconscious last Sunday, Decem¬ 
ber 6 after being brutally beaten and left in a 
ditch outside Sacramento for more than 11 
hours. Brad Davis was discovered along In¬ 
terstate 80 near the Highway 50 overpass by 
a passerby, who phoned the police from a 
callbox. He was taken by ambulance to the 
UC Davis Medical Center, where he remains 
in critical condition. 

Davis was found 
with two fractured 
vertebrae along his 
spine, six broken 
ribs on the left side 
of his rib cage, and 
three broken ribs on 
his right side. Both 
ankles were frac¬ 
tured, his teeth were 
chipped, his tongue 
was cut, and he had 
two black eyes. 

Currently he is 



semi-conscious, unable to remember the in¬ 
cident.

Castro crowd to join 
homeless rally Sunday

|p| aying there are between 

• 12,000 and 14,000 people 
IpF sleeping on San Francisco 
streets every night, the Religious 
Witness with Homeless People has 
declared this Sunday, December 
13 “A Day of Prayer and Action” 
that will culminate in a “Covenant 
of Compassion” rally in front of 
the temporary City Hall on Van 
Ness Avenue. A queer contingent 
will gather at Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church-San Francisco and 
march down to the rally, and in¬ 
terested people are welcome to 
take part, organizers said. 

Religious Witness with the 
Homeless began in 1993 as the 
united voice of the interfaith com¬ 
munity to protest former Mayor 
Frank Jordan’s “Matrix” anti¬ 
homeless policy. Sister Bernie 
Galvin, with Religious Witness 
with Homeless People, stated that 
when Willie Brown campaigned 
for mayor, he said in response to 
a candidates’ questionnaire that 
he would “end Matrix immediate¬ 
ly.” She and others said that has 
not happened. 

“Mayor Brown’s insistence that 
he has ended Matrix simply be¬ 
cause he dropped the name ‘Ma¬ 
trix’ is a mere empty sentence,” 
stated Galvin. “Unless San Fran¬ 


cisco provides housing for poor 
and homeless people, the very 
least this city can do is to refrain 
from citing or arresting them for 
merely sleeping or camping in the 
parks and doorways.” 

Galvin said hundreds of lead¬ 
ers and members of the interfaith 
community will come together 
Sunday to call upon Brown and 
other elected officials to direct en¬ 
ergy and resources of the city 
away from the “inhumane, inef¬ 
fective, and costly Matrix policy 
and toward real solutions.” 

Hundreds of blankets will be 
brought by participants for distri¬ 
bution to homeless people follow¬ 
ing the rally. 

In the Castro, Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, an advocate of compas¬ 
sion for the homeless, said some¬ 
one from the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center’s teen program will 
speak at the rally on queer youth 
and homeless issues. Fie called on 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community 
to get involved and come to MCC 
to join the march through the 
Castro to the rally. People can 
bring signs, banners, and friends, 
he added. MCC-SF is also in¬ 
volved in the event. 

Avicolli Mecca echoed Galvin’s 
statements on the state of the 
homeless in San Francisco, and 
said there are lots of queer youth 


and people living with HIV/AIDS 
who sleep on sidewalks every 
night. Galvin said there are 147 
homeless families currendy on the 
waiting list for shelter. 

There are currently only 2,100 
shelter beds in the city, including 
500 that are temporary. Yet, de¬ 
spite the passage of Proposition L 
in June, the 466 Wherry Housing 
units at the Presidio remain un¬ 
available to poor and homeless 
people. As many as 4,000 other 
housing development units have 
been destroyed without equal re¬ 
placement units, according to Re¬ 
ligious Witness with the Home¬ 
less. 

“It is not a crime to be home¬ 
less,” stated the Reverend Jeff 
Johnson, a gay Lutheran minister. 
“But it is criminal for a society like 
ours not to provide shelter and 
sustenance to our sisters and 
brothers in need.” 

According to figures from 
Galvin, police under the Brown 
administration have cited or ar¬ 
rested a total of 11,786 homeless 
people for activities such as sleep¬ 
ing or camping in parks, sleeping 
in front of businesses, or simply 
being on the sidewalks, compared 
with a total of 7,793 citations or 
arrests under Jordan, an increase 
of 51 percent. The figures are

Castro Fair finally gives 
back to the community

astro Street Fair, Inc. (CSF) 
$ made a quantum leap 
*4' Thursday, December 3 
when it awarded some of the pro¬ 
ceeds from the 25th annual Cas¬ 
tro Street Fair back to the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) community. The pro¬ 
ceeds, now officially earmarked as 
grant monies to beneficiaries, 
were presented at the monthly 
meeting of the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro 
(MUMC) by the Castro Street 
Fair board, at Cal Fed Bank on 
Castro Street. 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano presided over the cere¬ 
mony, where $60,000 of the fair’s 
earnings were presented to bene¬ 
ficiaries. Fifteen nonprofit organi¬ 
zations that staffed the gates at the 
October fair will split $36,535 in 
proceeds. Some of the beneficia¬ 
ries include: Stop AIDS Project, 
Project Inform, the Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion Center (LYRIC), the Lesbian 
and Gay Chorus of San Francisco, 
the Harvey Milk Institute, the Im¬ 
perial Council of San Francisco, 
the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 
Shanti, and the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy. Several other 
nonprofits received special grants 
for their aid and support of the 
wider LGBT community. Absent 
from the list was MUMC’s neme¬ 
sis, the homeless and the panhan¬ 
dlers of the Castro. 

The Castro Street Fair is also 
funding the gay flag in the Castro

and the Merchants’ banner pro¬ 
ject. Special grants for Dolores 
Street Community Services’ 
homeless program and the AIDS 
Emergency Fund change counting 
machines will be awarded as well. 

A giant stride 

The CSF board had been 
under fire for some time by com¬ 
munity activists and the mer¬ 
chants group. It was reported that 
controversial fair producer Rick 
Slick took home more than 
$140,000 in profits from proceeds 
generated by previous fairs, caus¬ 
ing sharp criticism as to the pur¬ 
pose of a community-based fair. 

“It isn’t much as an aggregate 
sum,” said MUMC board member 
Gerald Abbott in past interviews 
with the Bay Area Reporter. “But 
that sum is between 40 and 50 
percent of the fair’s income.” The 
merchants’ group had adamantly 
asserted that it would deny the is¬ 
suance of permits for the annual 


Good Guys off-line 
in firing of gay 
online manager

I he Law Offices of Paul Wot- 


man announced Friday, De¬ 
cember 4 the filing of a law¬ 
suit against The Good Guys, Inc., 
alleging gay discrimination and 
wrongful termination of Jeff Rios, 
a 13-year veteran of the company. 

The suit was filed in San Mateo 
Superior Court and alleges that 
Rios was fired because he is gay. 
According to the complaint, Rios 
was hired in 1985 and quickly 
moved through the ranks to be¬ 
come manager of interactive ser¬ 
vices at the company’s corporate 
headquarters in Brisbane. As an 
innovator in the planning, estab¬ 
lishing and managing of the com¬ 
pany’s online shopping program 
on The Good Guy’s Internet web¬ 
site, Rios was a model employee 
and was featured in company 
brochures used for advertising 
and training purposes, the com¬ 
plaint states. 

Rios was terminated February 
20 after being falsely told that his 
position had been eliminated - 
when actually, according to the 


complaint, the position was given 
to a longtime friend of the com¬ 
pany’s chief financial officer, Den¬ 
nis Carroll. Carroll’s friend was 
less qualified than Rios, the com¬ 
plaint asserts, but is believed to be 
heterosexual. 

Prior to Rios’s firing, another 
gay employee was terminated at 
Carroll’s request, the complaint 
said. Carroll apparently stated that 
he “finally got rid of that faggot,” 
and had inquired about yet anoth¬ 
er employee’s sexual orientation. 

The suit alleges violations of 
the California Labor Code and 
seeks compensation for wage loss, 
emotional distress, and punitive 
damages. Attorney Wotman stat¬ 
ed that “private employers in Cal¬ 
ifornia must understand that dis¬ 
crimination and harassment in 
employment on the basis of sexu¬ 
al orientation is a violation of Cal¬ 
ifornia law.” 

“A private employer,” said at¬ 
torney Tyler Shaw in a statement 
to the Bay Area Reporter, “cannot 
legally terminate someone just be¬ 
cause he’s gay. The law forbids it.” 

The suit demands a trial by 
jury. ▼ 


fair, which draws thousands to the 
Castro, unless the CSF board 
showed progress in addressing 
community concerns. 

“As you know,” MUMC’s pres¬ 
ident Patrick Batt told the B.A.R., 
“this is a giant stride from three 
years ago when no monies were 
channeled back into the commu¬ 
nity. This is a credit to the efforts 
of both MUMC as well as the 
Castro Street Fair, Inc.” 

Having effectively addressed 
the purpose of the fair, MUMC 
hopes to see the amount of giving 
back to the LGBT community in¬ 
crease in the future. ▼

Team SFers report

1 ew board members were 
elected to Team San Fran- 
fe cisco, while long-term 
members either stepped down or 
moved to positions with the Fed¬ 
eration of Gay Games, it was an¬ 
nounced at the Saturday, Decem¬ 
ber 5 Team SF meeting at Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center. The 
meeting also included honors be¬ 
stowed to outgoing board mem¬ 
bers, and a report on the recent 
Federation of Gay Games (FGG) 
annual meeting. 

Board members elected includ¬ 
ed Dana Reese, who competed in 
physique in Amsterdam. Newly 
elected as well were Karen Trilevsky 
and her partner Elaine Teoh. 

Remaining board members in¬ 
clude Danielle Hupp, Glen 
Galang, Jerry Ervin, Leslie Adams, 
and Anne Ludwig. Rick Sherwin, 
Thom Mullins, Lisa LaBrecque, 
and Dave Wagner stepped down 
from their positions. Wagner was 
honored for five years of service 
with Team SF. LaBrecque contin¬ 
ues her position as recording sec¬ 
retary of the FGG. 

Show me the money 

Treasurer Hupp announced 
that Team SF currently has slight¬ 
ly over $5,000 in its accounts. Re¬ 
cent income included the July 
benefit held at Pleasuredome, 
which netted $1,500. 

The group is due several thou¬ 
sand more dollars, which it hopes 
will be paid by former Treasurer 
Winston Mathis. Mathis admitted 
to “misappropriation of funds” of 
almost $15,000 from Team SF’s 
accounts in 1997. 

Eileen Hirst, chief of staff for 
San Francisco Sheriff Michael Hen¬ 
nessey, said Mathis is scheduled to 
begin serving his home detention 
sentence Thursday, December 10. 

“The district attorney assured 
us that part of the agreement we 
made was that once he’s released, 
if he pays the remainder of the 
money, he could petition to have 
the felony charges reduced to a 
misdemeanor,” LaBrecque said, 
adding that Mathis had already 
made an effort to repay the 
amount. 

In Dutch 

The multi-million dollar debt 


I of Gay Games V, and those who 
[ allowed the debt to occur, partic¬ 
ularly deposed Gay Games Direc¬ 
tor Marc Janssens, have yet to be 
considered guilty of anything, 
however, or held accountable for 
the over-budgeted contracts. 

Ervin and fellow Team SF 
board member and FGG delegate 
Adams gave brief accounts of the 
Gay Games reports from the an¬ 
nual FGG meeting in Seattle. 

Ervin said that Gay Games 
Amsterdam will not be -filing 
bankruptcy, and has already 
begun to pay off the debt to sever¬ 
al small businesses contracted for 
different services in Amsterdam. 

Neither Ervin nor FGG Execu¬ 
tive Director Scott Mandell would 
say how much would be repaid, or 
the amount of the debt. In a Sep¬ 
tember interview, Mandell main¬ 
tained that the account would be 
settled within a few months. 

But even at the mid-November 
FGG meeting, Dutch Gay Games 
V representatives came up almost 
empty-handed. Only six of the re¬ 
quested 30 sports reports were 
presented, with the remaining re¬ 
ports not expected any time soon. 

Adams, however, reported that 
many of the complaints raised by 
a variety of athletes at the last 
Team SF meeting were addressed 
by the Australian representatives 
for 2002. She gave reports based 
on comments from Team SF 
members to the committee mem¬ 
bers in each area, including sanc¬ 
tioning, officiating problems, 
medals, and the number of parties 
that did not make contributions 
to Gay Games. 

“In many of the presentations 
that we saw, that information had 
already been addressed,” Adams 
said. The best overall improve¬ 
ment she noted was that of dis¬ 
bursing information, an area 
where the Dutch received criti¬ 
cism from many participants. Al¬ 
ready the Sydney newsletter and 
website are offering information 
on the 2002 event, a vast im¬ 
provement over what Adams 
called the “communications prob¬ 
lems in Amsterdam.” 

Ervin mentioned the reports of 
238 recipients of the Outreach 
Program aimed at helping athletes 
from third world countries attend 
the quadrennial sports and culture 
event. That number is over 100 less 
than the claims of Gay Games V 


media director Paul Van Yperen. 
Gay Games V received criticism 
from some European participants 
who claimed they heard little or 
nothing about the huge event. 

Yet 78 countries were repre¬ 
sented, according to Ervin’s re¬ 
port. “It was pretty phenomenal. 
About half of those were from 
Africa and South America.” 

Among the other positive re¬ 
ports were the increased female 
participation. Ervin said that 42 
percent of registered participants 
were women, bringing the event’s 
gender parity to an all-time high. 

Oz in ’02 

The vast improvements 
promised by the multimedia pre¬ 
sentation given by Australian rep¬ 
resentatives of Gay Games VI 
were described by FGG delegates 
as well. 

Australian reps explained 
“everything from transportation 
to ticketing,” Ervin said. Aus¬ 
tralian representatives had been in 
Amsterdam for almost a month, 
observing preparations and pro¬ 
duction of the event, “to do things 
that they [the Dutch] did correct¬ 
ly, or not do what they did 
wrong.” 

Among those improvements 
will be the addition of sports rep¬ 
resentatives in each of the fea¬ 
tured athletic events. Gay Games 
Amsterdam was criticized by 
some for having only one sports 
rep, Yip Van Lewin, for the entire 
event. Previous to Gay Games, 
Van Lewin had little experience in 
managing any sporting events. 

Weather girls 

But before booking any flights, 
potential jocks heading down 
under should know that the date 
of Gay Games VI is still in ques¬ 
tion. 

Originally scheduled for the 
first week of September in 2002, 
that may change, due to rainy 
weather conditions. Delegate 
Ervin said that Australian reps 
had thoroughly studied the 
weather situation (the southern 
hemisphere’s seasons are the op¬ 
posite of ours) and that mid-No¬ 
vember is being considered as the 
most climatically favorable of 
Australia’s six seasons. 

Federation of Gay Games elec¬ 
tions forebode well for gay sports. 
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A hell of a check!

he Youth Task Force of San 
Francisco is looking for queer 
ll youth who are on probation 
or have been through the Youth 
Guidance Center, to attend a focus 
group at LYRIC (Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter) this Saturday, December 12.

sonnel, a statement of nondis¬ 
crimination, assurances of safety,

LGBTQQ staff at the Youth Guid¬ 
ance Center. 

One LGBTQQ youth that testi¬ 
fied before the mayor and Board 
of Supervisors in 1996 stated that 
while locked up in Juvenile Hall 
she experienced discrimination 
from the staff and was not allowed 
to interact with other inmates. 

Based on the results of the 
focus group this Saturday, the task 
force will evaluate the progress of 
the juvenile justice system and its 
treatment of LGBTQQ youth. T

I | § hat an ugly irony that as we spend 
time writing holiday cards wishing 
peace on Earth and goodwill and 
all that, our fellow gays are getting pum- 
meled, slashed, drugged, and dumped in 
ditches both here in California and across 
the country. We keep trying to find the joy 
of the season and the feelings of humanity 
that supposedly suffuse the population, but 
what we keep stumbling across is just more 
intolerance and hatred. 

And the churchaholics who are theoret¬ 
ically on the side of togetherness and broth- 
er/sister/personhood - the ones who get 
paid to spread that message - are in many 
cases the people who are stirring up the ha¬ 
tred, beating plowshares into swords. 

The other belligerent influence is the 
United States Qongress; the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee voted to bring impeachment articles 
against the president to the floor, as we were 
going to press. The news broke, we gather, as 
Clinton was lighting a Christmas tree. The 
Republicans sallied forth bearing these 
birthday gifts for Jesus: pride, arrogance, 
sloth, vengeance, and a double helping of 
ice-cold hatred. It can’t be what he wanted. 

Is it any wonder, with so much hatred 
being given out this season, that the rate of 
anti-gay attacks is escalating? Is there a cor¬ 
relation between so much verbal violence 
and the bolder expression of physical vio¬ 
lence? “Family values” shills like Gary Bauer 
and Trent Lott say no, their hate speech 
doesn’t promote hate acts, but they sure 
don’t believe that about sex speech. That is 
a danger, they say. That must be curtailed 
for the sake of the children. 

So what we have is a society where it is 
socially unacceptable for someone to say “I 
want to fuck his ass” but it is okay to say “I 
want to fuck his ass upT This is bad. 

And the situation doesn’t seem to be get¬ 
ting better, for a couple of reasons. One of 


which is the dumbing-down of religion. 

A teacher friend recently told us a story that 
we might not have believed a decade 
ago, but the unimpeachable source 
combined with the sociological 
trends of the late 1990s make it all- , 
too-believable now: When a col¬ 
league called the parents of a stu¬ 
dent to alert them their son was un¬ 
derperforming in class, the kid’s mother 
responded, “Oh, French class? We’re a 
Christian family; we don’t hold 
with bilingual education!” 

In other words, Christiani¬ 
ty - in the minds of many of 
its practitioners - no longer means charity 
toward all, or love thy neighbor. 

The fact that some parents don’t care if 


their son knows the difference between fou 
and foutre is, by itself, not exactly malignant. 
What is poisonous is the notion that people 
who are too lazy to fight their short¬ 
comings, ignorances, and prejudices 
can use faith as a cover. “The Lord is 
my shepherd, I shall not grow.” 

We remember an old song that 
went “They will know we are Chris¬ 
tians by our love” (and then variations 
on “love” for a frankly irritating 
number of verses) but it seems 
that the criterion has changed. 
Now it would appear we are to 
know Christians by their stu¬ 
pidity, and that’s an affront to Christ, 
whether you think he was the Messiah or 
just a remarkable philosopher. ▼

The coming storm

HII j| hether we like it or not, the reli¬ 
gious right is focusing its political 
agenda on California, sponsoring 
a ballot initiative barring gay marriage for 
the March 7, 2000 election. The recent 
plebiscite in Alaska, where a single church 
whipped out a check for a half-million dol¬ 
lars, only whetted their appetite for more of 
our blood. Lou Sheldon, Pat Robertson, 
Gary Bauer, the whole clown car is headed 
right for us. 

My friends in New York cringe when 
they hear about what’s incubating on the 
West Coast: a big waste of time and money, 
they complain. Some dykes in Los Angeles 
announced their support for the bigots’ ar¬ 
gument that we already have virtual mar¬ 
riage, so who cares? Personally, I’m for free¬ 
dom from marriage, but as long as it exists, 
we should have the same rights as every¬ 
body else. My conflicted feelings about the 
marriage issue are shared by many, yet I 
know that ambivalence in the face of ag¬ 
gression is surrender. Are we just going to 
let them come here with a zillion dollars 
and an army of fanatics and not put up a 
fight? I’m mad because once again, as in 
1978 with the Briggs Initiative and later 
with Proposition 64,1 have no choice but to 
pick up the banner and do battle with these 
monsters. 

It will be a war, that is for sure. I saw a 
picture in Life magazine of a man standing 
outside the church during Matthew Shep¬ 
ard’s funeral, wearing a V.F.W. hat and hold¬ 
ing in one hand a sign that said “freedom of 
choice is the right to hate,” and giving a pos¬ 
itive thumbs up with the other. Talk about 
“special rights!” Those damned media so¬ 
phisticates in Lynchburg know their only 
hope of morphing the Bible into the Con¬ 
stitution lies in conning America that they 
are the ones who are persecuted, and they 
are the ones whose rights are being denied. 
They stand on our graves pretending to be 
victims. 

This is not about gay rights; it is about 


discrimination and hate. Their “definition 
of marriage” is nothing more than bridal 
white supremacy. The right wing warmed 
up on minorities and labor, flogging racism 
at the polls; now the millennial main event 
is at hand, all their flocks are poised, preach¬ 
ers and politicians ready for a Christian 
Coalition coup d’etat. Every junta needs en¬ 
emies of the state, so these propaganda 
ministers devised a heterosexual agenda as 
their final solution. We have been demo¬ 
nized and marketed for so long and to such 
lengths that they can get away with any¬ 
thing, even the “right to hate.” 

Since 1978 there has been a coor¬ 
dinated subversion of democracy in 
city after city, state after state, court 
after court, president after pathetic 
corrupt president. For decades they 
have waged a violent campaign 
against us that has been relentless 
and ever-escalating; now 
the mother of all elec¬ 
tions is at hand, they have 
picked the ballot box in 
California to be their Armageddon and pre¬ 
pare to nuke us with bent cross theocracy. 

Take a look at the list of their storm 
troopers elected to school boards, town 
councils, and county governments. The 
shadow is everywhere. Well financed and 
well organized, they have fine tuned the 
burning of books, put guns in the hands of 
children and taught them to hate us, de¬ 
stroyed our families, fired us from our jobs, 
evicted us from our homes ... and all of this 
is perfectly legal. Even in California. Using 
the steeple as their beer hall, the right wing 
is systematically orchestrating the elimina¬ 
tion of the gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgen¬ 
der, true spirit movement everywhere. 

Our leaders in Washington have settled 
for appeasement, delivering nothing to the 
community. Under the leadership of these 
“friends of Bill” our movement has been an¬ 
nexed by the Democratic Party and we have 
swallowed it, believing in the lesser evil. 
Clinton’s signature on DoMA (the Defense 
of Marriage Act) paved the way for bigoted 
referendums on our rights from coast to 


coast. Meanwhile, our people inside the 
beltway are haggling our self-indulgent 
spectacles and marches that will come too 
late to have any effect on our future. The 
party members among us do not care about 
marriage: they stick their finger in the air 
and decree it’s a loser, why bother when the 
weathervanes indicate A1 Gore will fix 
everything. 

Over and over I hear that marriage isn’t 
important, it’s an irrelevant, marginally de¬ 
batable issue and not an instantly achiev¬ 
able reality. Some wager that our strategy 
should be let them spend all their money 
and not do anything, that if we ignore it 
they will exhaust themselves. Can we ignore 
our own lives? It seems so. At 
home in San Francisco there is 
disinterest and nonchalance, 
even about violence. We forget 
the murders on our own streets 
and wallow in the celebri¬ 
ty of media-constructed 
martyrs. We toast to 
mock ceremony throwing 
counterfeit bouquets in City Hall with the 
illusion of power. Alas, we are so deluded, 
divided, and uninvolved in our own strug¬ 
gle for justice that there are only imaginary 
grassroots to stand on now that there’s a 
shotgun pointed at matrimony. 

Face it, our situation has never been in 
more dire disarray, our courage so shaky, 
and our hope so dim. A hurricane of hate is 
about to rain down on us and there’s noth¬ 
ing to stop it except each and every one of 
us who resist apathy and fight back We must 
organize on every street in every town and 
commit ourselves to stopping the flood of 
right wing terrorism that is washing up on 
our doorstep. We must not let them arrange 
marriage to suit their evil purposes, we 
must speak out now, and act now, or forev¬ 
er hold our peace as a movement that can 
not move. This has been an emergency early 
warning weather bulletin. T

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Going postal 

Thank you for your article informing us about the 
unfortunate situation regarding our new “Postal 
Store that has replaced the Eureka Valley Post Office 
on 18th Street [“New Postal Retail Store upsets Cas¬ 
tro,” November 26]. Certainly this is a thoughtless 
change on the part of the postal service, and the Bay 
Area Reporter is to be commended for letting us know 
about this. Now it is up to citizens of the community 
to let the proper authorities know how we feel. 

I have sent the following letter to the local post¬ 
master, refusing to pick up packages on Bryant Street. 
If enough people refuse to go along with this absur¬ 
dity perhaps changes will occur. 

“I am very concerned about the loss of the Eureka 
Valley Post Office, and its replacement by a ‘Postal 
Store.’ Apparently real mail service will be at a mini¬ 
mum at this facility, although one will be able to get 
gift items such as key chains with Bugs Bunny on 
them and coffee cups with Alfred Hitchcock on them.

I am writing to you to voice my strong disapproval 
of the ad for McAfee anti-virus software that depicts 
a marriage ceremony with a hand holding up a note 
reading “She’s a man!” This rather lame attempt at 
humor is a slap at transgendered people. Would you 
make fun of an ethnic or racial group in order to sell 
your software? I sincerely doubt it. 

Not long ago, homosexuals were the target of 
“humor” that played on the discomfort and fear that 
mainstream people felt around the topic of sexual 
orientation. Such “humor” actually helped fuel nega¬ 
tive social attitudes and discrimination toward gays. 
Partly due to the emergence of gays as a socio-politi¬ 
cal/economic force, the overwhelming majority of 
large businesses have had the wisdom not to do any¬ 
thing that would offend gays or their supporters. 

Your corporation might not be so quick to make 
transgendered people the butt of your cheap attempt 
at mirth if you would consider the large number of 
us in the computer industry. I myself am a senior pro¬ 
grammer/analyst at Shared Medical Systems, an em¬ 
ployee of 10 years. The editor and publisher of a na¬ 
tional newsletter aimed at transgenders is in the soft¬ 
ware industry. And the chairperson of Gender PAC, a 
transgender rights congressional lobbying group, is 
also a computer professional. And these are just the 
ones I know, who are also in a position to stir up un¬ 
rest. I know of many more. You never know who 
might be a software purchasing manager. 

Furthermore, though we transgenders are not, by 
definition, gay or lesbian, we are allied with that com¬ 
munity.

Our gay brothers and sisters all too 
well remember the unabashed ridicule and discrimi¬ 
nation they faced before their buying power became 
respected by corporate America. They will not idly 
stand by and watch the same thing happen to our 
group, which is so frequently associated with theirs. 

Not only should you discontinue the offensive ad 
immediately, but should send a letter of apology to 
the transgender community via the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, TATS Tapestry, and Gender PAC.

The relationships we have lost 

After 13 years together my partner and I quit. The 
power of negative support within the communities 
and lack of straight allies against heterosexist entitle¬ 
ment to marriage has made coupling near impossi¬ 
ble. Only the incredibly strong or stupid survive. 

Try finding a couples counselor who is in a rela¬ 
tionship. There are some, but not many. We found 
one after much shopping, but too late. Look at our¬ 
selves: who has a relationship of substance or dura¬ 
tion? They do seem to exist, or have existed - but 
most regrettably have fallen prey to calamity. Com¬ 
pare the numbers of relationships to the various esti¬ 
mates gay people represent. The data on the number 
of relationships is not available. Who cares to mea¬ 
sure it? I’d guess it is low. Look at the laughter from 
gay audiences to “most gay men are in stable com¬ 
mitted monogamous relationships,” that paraphrased 
quote from the film And the Band Played On. 

From within the communities, we get books like 
Family Values written by a divorcee, or To¬ 
gether Forever written by a bachelor. Pub- 
f lish or perish. On December 5, Gilbert 
Baker gave a speech about the need to sup¬ 
port relationships in “Pride 2000.” The 
first question from the audience: “Why is 
there no lambda on the rainbow flag?” A 
bona fide nut talks about substance and 
some activist wants more symbols. 

The problem lies in the homofica- 
tion of a heterosexual institution. So 
what do we have? Open marriages that eventually cre¬ 
ate hurt feelings somewhere along the line, and closed 
marriages that isolate the couple. Therefore, after 13 
years of battling anti-gay prejudice toward solid rela¬ 
tionships, the war was brought home. My partner and 
I battled each other. Eventually we figured we were 
too weak or stupid, and parted. Two more broken 
spirits into the world to interact with the rest of the 
broken-hearted. It’s great to be gay.

The relationships we have maintained 

I sent the following e-mail message to Senators 
Boxer and Feinstein, Representative George Miller, 
and in a moment of what-the-hell, the president: 

“My life partner, Vic Girard, died on November 
28, and I grieve his loss. For over 40 years we have as¬ 
sumed responsibility for each other, cared for and 
supported and, most importantly, loved each other, 
all as faithfully as any duly sanctified married hetero¬ 
sexual couple - perhaps more than most of these if 
divorce statistics are reliable. Whether within a legal¬ 
ly accepted definition or within a couple’s personal 
principles and mutual devotion, I believe making a 
commitment to and preserving such relationships 
contribute to a more stable society; in this my partner 
and I have also been as good and productive citizens 
as heterosexual couples. 

“This morning I phoned the Social Security office 
to forestall his December payment. I inquired about 
the death benefit I was told Social Security recipients 
are entitled to, and learned these are only granted to 
properly hallowed spouses. Although the sum is tri¬ 
fling, any amount would be helpful considering the 
debt that is accumulating in connection with his 
death. But it is not the denial of the lousy benefit that 
deeply offends and angers me; rather it is the contin¬ 
uing dishonoring and attempted debasement of our 
relationship this denial represents, fostered in part by 
a vociferous minority with theocratic aspirations and 
their supine political clients. 

“What an injustice has long been perpetrated by 
confusing marriage as a religious rite with marriage as 
a civil contract; a confusion that is astonishing in a 
country that recognizes civil marriage ceremonies di¬ 
vested of metaphysical paraphernalia. Among the 
constitutional questions involved in this issue is sure¬ 
ly one of separation of church and state. Just as civil 
authority must exert no jurisdiction over the content 
of religious doctrine or forms of various religious cer¬ 
emony, it should be apparent that in our democracy 
religious dogma should not intrude into civil matters 
such as who is entitled to equal protection under the 
law and who may enter into a contract. 

“In fulfilling a legal standard, now purely theoret¬ 
ical, that a government must show a compelling in¬ 
terest if it is to ban marriage between gay and lesbian 
couples, the only arguments advanced I am aware of 
are: in some unexplained way such unions would un¬ 
dermine the traditional family unit to an even greater 
extent than heterosexuals are already doing, and 
threaten the institution of marriage - at least as 
churches would define that institution. Given my own 
history, I confess to finding such arguments bitterly 
comical. Gay men and lesbians throughout their 
youth had to learn from heterosexual models and ex¬ 
perience; given a chance, heterosexuals might learn 
some things of value from gays and lesbians.”

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Wilson looks to 2000

ame-duck Governor Pete 
Wilson, with less than a 
W. month to serve in Sacra¬ 
mento, is quietly considering an¬ 
other White House run. “Veto 
Peto” is assembling a think tank 
that will advance his education 
agenda and is weighing several 
writing projects that could help 
promote a presidential candidacy. 
Wilson, a veteran politician who 
has come from behind repeatedly 
in his 32-year career climbing the 
political ladder, wants very much 
to run for president, but as a real¬ 
ist who knows the odds are 
against him, he is approaching the 
race cautiously.

Wilson is 65, an age where 
many men think of putting an 
end to a career in public service, 
but those close to the governor say 
that he wants “very badly” to take 
another run at the White House 
in 2000 and is of no mind to re¬ 
tire when he leaves office January 
4. Because his long career stints as 
a state legislator, San Diego 
mayor, member of the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, and governor (for two terms), 
he could easily afford to retire: he 
already collects a $2,300 per 
month federal pension, as a result 
of his time in the Senate and the 
Marine Corps, and will be entitled 
to a state pension of $7,800 per 
month immediately after leaving 
office. 

While Wilson admits that win¬ 
ning the Republican nomination 
would be an “immense undertak¬ 
ing” against a wide field of GOP 
candidates in 2000, he feels he has 
as good a chance as any of the 
likely GOP candidates. “There is 
no one who can assert that it is 
‘their turn’ in 2000,” he has said. 
“No Bob Dole, no Republican 
vice president waiting in the 
wings.” Wilson knows that the 
chance of getting the GOP nod 
against probable Democratic 
nominee Al Gore in 2000 is a 
long-shot and he doesn’t want to 
repeat his embarrassing showing 
of three years ago, when his cam¬ 
paign collapsed five months be¬ 
fore the first primary, but he 
wants to give enough positive sig¬ 
nals to keep his supporters in 
camp. Money problems drove 
Wilson out of the race for presi¬ 
dent in 1996; he set a goal of $20 
million, but after six months of 
fundraising by an exploratory 
committee and one month as a 
formal candidate, he had raised 
only $6 million and his campaign 
was broke. Wilson was also hand¬ 
icapped by the temporary loss of 
his voice after throat surgery, and 
his campaign Came to an abrupt 
end. 

After stepping down from the 


governor’s chair next month, Wil¬ 
son plans to write a book and 
possibly a regular newspaper col¬ 
umn that could include foreign 
policy, the military, the inner 
workings of government, and po¬ 
litical commentary. Wilson re¬ 
cently told Sacramento reporters 
that presidential aspirants need 
both “fire in their belly” and a 
clear vision of where they want to 
lead the country. He said he has 
the fire, and although he will not 
yet offer his vision - “for tactical 
reasons” - he says that last 
month’s election returns 
show voters crave mod¬ 
erate candidates. 

“I don’t, however, 
know if the voters crave 
me,” he added. 

With the 2000 
election less 
than two years 
away, Wilson 
has given him¬ 
self until the 
spring to decide whether he can 
raise the nearly $25 million he fig¬ 
ures it will cost to finance a suc¬ 
cessful primary campaign. Those 
close to the outgoing governor are 
almost willing to take bets that 
Wilson will be among the first tier 
of GOP hopefuls to throw his hat 
in the 2000 Republican presiden¬ 
tial ring. 

Politics and people 

Governor-elect Gray Davis 
and Wilson met for lunch at the 
state Capitol last week for the first 
time since last month’s election, 
one that saw Davis bury Dan 
Lungren, Wilson’s hand-picked 
successor-to-be, by more than 
1,600,000 votes; the two-hour 
lunch covered the transition of 
power, policy issues, the incoming 
governor’s living arrangements in 
Sacramento, Wilson’s role in the 
Davis inaugural (he’ll be invited 
to the gala), and perhaps an effort 
was made to bury the hatchet 
after years of personal and politi¬ 
cal tension. 

Incidentally, Davis’s inaugura¬ 
tion as the first Democratic gov¬ 
ernor in 16 years will be a three- 
day statewide celebration, run¬ 
ning January 2 through 4, with 
the official oath of office being ad¬ 
ministered on January 4. 

And, oh, yes, if you simply 
must have good seats to Davis’s 
inaugural events, you’d better call 
former supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg, now a honcho with 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce - she’s the only local I 
know who is on the inaugural 
committee. 

A 
friend of mine, Jim Bonko, called 
early Sunday morning to ask 
“How could you let the Ex scoop 
you on the Michael Huffington 
story?” Well there were whispers 
among gay Republicans during

Anyway, welcome to 
the out-of-the-closet-and-into- 
the-real-world Mike (someone 
from Log Cabin Republicans send 
this guy an application - no, wait, 
Michael says he “isn’t sure [he is] 
a Republican anymore.”

First class woman - speaking 
of Feinstein - who

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Gerber’s baby 

74 years ago this month: 

America's first gay rights group debuts

This week in gay history: In 
Chicago, Henry Gerber obtains a 
state charter for the Society for 
Human Rights, the first gay 
rights organization in America 
December 10, 1924. 

1 Imost 30 years before Harry 
Hay and his friends found- 
I. H ed the Mattachine Society, a 
nonprofit corporation called the 
Society for Human Rights (SHR) 
paid $10 for a charter from the 
state of Illinois and took its place 
as the earliest documented gay 
rights organization in the United 
States. The written purpose of the 
Chicago-based group was so 
vague that the government clerk 
who processed the application for 
a charter undoubtedly had no 
idea that he was helping to make 
queer history. 

The guiding light behind the 
Society was Henry Gerber (1892- 
1972), whose family had emigrat¬ 
ed from Bavaria to Chicago in 
1913. Immediately after World 
War I, Gerber served with the U.S. 
Army’s occupation forces in Ger¬ 
many and there became acquaint¬ 
ed with the work of gay rights pi¬ 
oneers, including Magnus 
Hirschfeld and his Scientific Hu¬ 
manitarian Committee. Gerber 
was particularly enthusiastic 
about a group called Bund fur 
Menschenrecht (Society for 
Human Rights), which advocated 
for a mass movement of gay peo¬ 
ple. He began subscribing to Ger¬ 
man homophile magazines and 
making frequent trips to Berlin to 
participate in the city’s lively gay 
culture. 

His experiences in Germany 
fueled Gerber’s desire to launch a 
similar movement in the United 
States for what he called “homo¬ 
sexual emancipation.” Soon after 
he returned to Chicago, where a 
gay subculture was forming, Ger¬ 
ber set out to achieve his goal. Be¬ 
sides wanting to help himself and 
others like him, Gerber also had 
hopes of fame and glory. “If I suc¬ 
ceeded,” he wrote later, “I might 
become known to history as de¬ 
liverer of the downtrodden, even 
as Lincoln.” 

During breaks from his job 
with the post office, Gerber draft¬ 
ed a declaration of purpose for a 
proposed Society for Human 
Rights. The statement’s wording 
was lofty, vague, and drawn from 
the idea, prevalent at that time, 
that homosexuality was an “inver¬ 
sion” of normal sexual behavior. 
Gerber set down as the society’s 
main intent “to promote and pro¬ 
tect the interests of people who by 


reason of mental and physical ab¬ 
normalities are abused and hin¬ 
dered in the legal pursuit of hap¬ 
piness.” Nowhere in the statement 
could he dare words like “homo¬ 
sexual” or “invert.” 

Once he’d written the declara¬ 
tion, Gerber had a hard time find¬ 
ing anyone to sign it, even though 
it was a nebulous statement about 
human rights. He finally talked a 
half-dozen of his friends into 
working with him, and 
their seven names ap¬ 
peared together on the 
1924 charter. “The average 
homosexual,” Gerber later 
complained, “was ignorant 
concerning himself. 

Others were fearful. 

Still others were fran¬ 
tic or depraved. Some 
were blase. ... We 
wondered how we could accom¬ 
plish anything with such resis¬ 
tance from our own people.” 

As part of the group’s mission, 
Gerber hoped to institute a series 
of educational lectures for gay 
men on sexual self-control, “espe¬ 
cially urging against the seduction 
of adolescents,” he wrote. He also 
wanted to publish a newsletter 
called Friendship and Freedom to 
keep gay people informed about 
the group’s activities. The publi¬ 
cation, too, would downplay sex¬ 
uality in order to gain the sympa¬ 
thy of the general public and, in 
particular, legal authorities. 

Gerber soon found that gay 
men who were afraid to, sign 
SHR’s declaration of purpose also 
hesitated to donate money to the 
group or add their names to its 
mailing list. He wrote and 
mimeographed two issues of 
Friendship and Freedom by him¬ 
self and financed them out of his 
own pocket. Because of the finan¬ 
cial drain on Gerber, only two is¬ 
sues were ever published, al¬ 
though they were not widely cir¬ 
culated, and indeed, no copies of 
Friendship and Freedom remain. 

Gerber’s greatest challenge as a 
gay activist came in the summer 
of 1925. Although most of the 
members of SHR were, like Ger¬ 
ber, bachelors, the vice-president 
of the organization, A1 Meininger, 
had a wife and children. When 
Meininger’s wife found out about 
his double life, she reported him 
to a social worker, alleging that he 
and his friends performed 
“strange doings” in front of the 
children. An article appeared on 
the front page of the Chicago Ex¬ 
aminer under the lurid headline 
“Strange Sex Cult Exposed.” The 
three officers of the SHR - Ger¬ 
ber, Meininger, and an itinerant 
preacher named John Graves - 
were arrested and prosecuted. The 


policemen who raided Gerber’s 
apartment at 2 a.m. took his type¬ 
writer, personal diaries, and all the 
SHR files. But because the arrests 
were made without a warrant, a 
judge eventually dismissed the 
case, and the three men were re¬ 
leased. 

Although Gerber got his type¬ 
writer and SHR papers back, his 
diaries were never returned. They 
were confiscated by postal in¬ 
spectors who were investi¬ 
gating if Friendship and 
Freedom had violated the 
federal law against send¬ 
ing obscene material 
through the mail. Gerber 
subsequently lost his 
post office job, and 
his ordeal marked 
the end of his fledg¬ 
ling gay rights group. 
Disheartened, he moved to New 
York City and re-enlisted in the 
Army, serving for another 17 
years. 

For the rest of his life, Gerber 
remained an active gay rights pro¬ 
ponent, publishing a number of 
articles and reviews on gay 
themes, sometimes under the 
pseudonym “Parisex” and some¬ 
times under his own name. His 
account of the founding of the 
Society for Human Rights in a 
1962 issue of ONE magazine is 
one of the few remaining records 
of that historic organization. After 
its demise, more than two decades 
would pass before American gays 
and lesbians would once again 
form political organizations to 
protect their interests. ▼

Too many times there 
is no eyewitness to a crime and as 
a result the suspect walks. Even if 
the crime seems minor at the time 
of the incident, the suspect may 
have warrants outstanding, which 
guarantees removal from the 
street. Help to put a halt to'this 
nonsense by staying put wheil the 
police arrive. Introduce yourself 
as an eyewitness and don’t leave 
until they get that statement. ▼

T he December 1 issue of Soap 
Opera Digest took a serious 
look at the problems soap 
operas have had dealing with the 
subject of homosexuality. “Gays 
of Our Lives,” by William Keck, 
examines the spotty record of 
daytime inclusion of lesbian and 
gay characters since 1983, 
when the first character 
to openly declare her¬ 
self a lesbian appeared 
on All My Children. 

Investigating the 
lack of gay characters on 
daytime television, 

Keck notes that “mon¬ 
sters and aliens” have 
sprung up more fre¬ 
quently than lesbians and gays. “A 
disturbing fact,” he writes, “con¬ 
sidering that homosexuals are not 
creatures of science fiction. They 
are living, breathing members of 
society, and several are the cre¬ 
ative forces behind your favorite 
serials.” Scott Seomin, GLAAD’s 
entertainment media director, 



tells Keck he believes that “pro¬ 
ducers or writers feel that a gay 
storyline would alienate viewers 
because they can’t relate to it. 
Well, how can a suburban house¬ 
wife relate to [All My Childrens 
central character] Erica Kane? 
She’s a manipulative bitch who’s 
been married a million times but 
she’s fun. We watch television to 
escape and learn about other 
ways people live.” 

It seems that while 
many major network 
prime time television 
shows are embracing 
diverse and inclusive 
characters on televi¬ 
sion, lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) characters 
are almost nowhere to 
be found on daytime 
television. Soap Opera Digests ex¬ 
tensive story deserves kudos for 
examining an important part of 
television. Daytime’s largest de¬ 
mographic are women between 
the ages of 18-49: women some¬ 
times at home raising lesbian and 
gay kids.

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning 
of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results in a receding hairline and/or balding on 
the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on 
hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men^ged 18 to 41 with mild to moder¬ 
ate amounts of ongoing hair loss. All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or 
placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair 
loss at the top of the head were studied for an additional 12 months. In general, 
men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect main¬ 
tained in the second year. Hair counts in men who did not take PROPECIA con¬ 
tinued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did 
not appear to affect hair in places other than the scalp. 

WIN PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in 
thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair 
loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not be 
able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence 
that PROPECIA works in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area 
on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair 
grows only about half an inch each month. Therefore, it will take time to see 
any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see 
a benefit from taking PROPECIA. PROPECIA can only work over the long term if 
you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, further 
treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely 
lose the hair you have gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You 
should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do net take an extra tablet. Just take the 
next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day.

Who should filQT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and 
should not be taken by women or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant wMi a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in 
PROPECIA, either by swallowing or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities 
of a male baby's sex organs.

.mail number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
■ eported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an 
erection; and, a decrease in the amount of semen. Each of these side effects 
occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who 
stopped taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking 
PROPECIA. 

The active ingredient in PROPECIA is also used by older men at a five-times 
higher dose to treat enlargement of the prostate. Some of these men reported 
other side effects, including problems with ejaculation, breast swelling and/or ten¬ 
derness and allergic reactions such as lip swelling and rash. In clinical studies with 
PROPECIA, these side effects occurred as often in men taking placebo as in those 
taking PROPECIA. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) 
for the screening of prostate cancer. If you have a PSA test done, you 
should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store 
it in a dry place at room temperature.

Hentoff takes on 
‘The War Against 
Gays and Lesbians’ 

In two recent issues of the Vil¬ 
lage Voice, sometimes controver¬ 
sial civil libertarian and columnist 
Nat Hentoff wrote two columns 
regarding the murder of Matthew 
Shepard, homophobia, and hate 
crimes legislation. The December 
1 and 8 columns succinctly and 
persuasively lay out the state of 
homophobia in America, and why 
it must be faced head on in its ear¬ 
liest manifestations. Hentoff’s 
style is reportorial in the best 
sense of the word, building a case 
by laying facts upon facts. 

Among the examples cited are 
a recent poll regarding bias 
against lesbians and gay men in 
juries; the significantly more bru¬ 
tal nature of hate crimes, and 
anti-gay hate crimes in particular; 
how a fourth grade teacher hears 
his students using homophobic 
slurs, even though they don’t 
know what they mean. Hentoff 
uses his growing up experiences 
of anti-Semitism to make the 
point that both forms of prejudice 
begin when young. In the follow¬ 
ing column, Hentoff discusses the 
recent election results defeating 
the freedom to marry and grant 
equal rights across the country, 
and relating the recent finding of 
a rise in anti-gay prejudice among 
high school “achievers.” He uses 
this finding to back up his con¬ 
tention that schools must become 
places where bias, bigotry, and 
prejudices are aired, explored, and 
discussed fully so as to eradicate 
them. 

Finally, Hentoff makes his case 
for hate crimes legislation, argu¬ 
ing that the pending federal legis¬ 
lation would give victims more 
opportunities to prosecute their 
assailants, as well as send the mes¬ 
sage that, as he writes, “violent 
bigotry is not just a crime against 
a single person, because it effects 
members of the same group.” 

Please thank Hentoff and the 
Village Voice for a substantive 
journalistic commentary on the 
nature and problems of hate di¬ 
rected towards the LGBT commu¬ 
nity.

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Internet censorship 
goes to court again

A second round of hearings 
on the Child Online Protec¬ 
ts tion Act got underway 
Tuesday, December 8 in Philadel¬ 
phia. The law is intended to re¬ 
strict minors’ access to sexually 
explicit material on the World 
Wide Web. Informally known as 
CDA II, the law was originally 
scheduled to go into effect No¬ 
vember 20 but after a daylong 
hearing, U.S. District Judge Lowell 
A. Reed, Jr. issued a 10-day tem¬ 
porary restraining order Novem¬ 
ber 19 blocking its enforcement. 

Reed is expected to extend the 
restraining order for at least an¬ 
other 10 days. 

CDA II is a reworked version 
of the Communications Decency 
Act, which attempted to limit on¬ 
line distribution of “indecent” or 
“patently offensive” material; the 
law applied to all users and all 
areas of the Internet. The original 
CDA was declared unconstitu¬ 
tional by the Supreme Court in 
June 1997. The court ruled that 
the CDA was overly broad and 
would limit adults to viewing only 
material that was suitable for chil¬ 
dren. 

The new law was passed by 
Congress and signed by President 
Clinton on October 15 as part of a 
larger budget bill. This legislation 
differs from the original CDA in 
that it imposes a narrower stan¬ 
dard of “harmful to minors,” and 
applies only to commercial web¬ 
sites. The legislation requires 
commercial website operators to 
verify that those accessing sexual¬ 
ly explicit material are at least 17 
years old, for example by requir¬ 
ing a credit card. Violators could 
face up to a $50,000 fine and six 
months in prison. 

The White House had initially 
objected to the legislation follow¬ 
ing a Justice Department analysis 
that the law was likely unconstitu¬ 
tional. However, Representative 
Mike Oxley (R-Ohio), the bill’s 
co-sponsor, said that he had stud¬ 
ied the Supreme Court’s CDA rul¬ 
ing and believed that the new law 


would survive a constitutional 
challenge. 

On October 22, a coalition of 
17 plaintiffs including the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
filed a suit challenging the law on 
constitutional grounds. The 
plaintiffs assert that the “harmful 
to minors” wording is too vague 
and has no accepted definition. 
They also argue that the new law 
is basically the same as the origi¬ 
nal CDA, and that the measure 
would chill free expression. The 
case was brought before the same 
district court in Philadelphia that 
ruled against the original CDA. 

“It’s deja vu all over again. ... 
This bill will once again criminal¬ 
ize socially valuable adult speech 
and reduce the Internet to what is 
considered suitable for a six-year- 
old,” said ACLU staff attorney 
Ann Beeson, a member of the 
legal team that successfully argued 
the previous CDA case. She 
added, “There is a huge category 
of information out there that has 
value to adults but lacks value to 
minors.” 

Other coalition plaintiffs in¬ 
clude the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation, a San Francisco- 
based civil liberties group; the 
Philadelphia Gay News, which in¬ 
cludes HIV prevention informa¬ 
tion on its website; and a group 
that provides gynecology infor¬ 
mation on the Internet. 

Two plaintiffs testified at the 
November 19 hearing. Norman 
Larila of A Different Light - 
which runs a commercial website 
in addition to its three bookstores 
in San Francisco, West Holly¬ 
wood, and New York - said that 
customers who are not complete¬ 
ly comfortable with their sexuali¬ 
ty might not wish to reveal identi¬ 
fying age-verification informa¬ 
tion, and claimed that the cost of 
complying with the new law 
would be “insurmountable.” The 
second witness was David Talbot, 
editor of the online magazine 
Salon, which includes some sexu¬ 
ally explicit content such as a reg¬ 
ular column by “sexpert” Susie 
Bright, a former editor of On Our 
Backs magazine.

The Justice Department attor¬ 
ney called no witnesses to speak in 
favor of CDA II, and could not sat¬ 
isfactorily answer Reed’s question 
about how the new law differed 
from the original CDA. Reed con¬ 
cluded that the law probably does 
violate the First Amendment, and 
suggested that the plaintiffs law¬ 
suit would likely succeed. 

The ACLU lawsuit is not the 
only protest against CDA II. The 
day before it was to go into effect, 
Danni Ashe, founder of Danni’s 
Hard Drive, and several other 
adult performers held Un-Strip for 
Freedom 1*998. As cameras broad¬ 
cast live to the Internet, the per¬ 
formers appeared nude and slowly 
put their clothes back on, ending 
by holding signs reading “I com- 

p!y{

breasts” are among the so-called 
harmful matter that would be dis¬

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as 
your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor 
when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s 
care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called “viral load”). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the 
care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis- 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or'alcohol abuse 


What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness'or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid dri¬ 
ving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

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Carole Migden: first 
bill for the first day

I t was the first day of session for 
the California Legislature - a 
day reserved for families, for 
swearing-in ceremonies, and for 
meeting and greeting, getting 
reacquainted, enjoying the cele¬ 
bratory mood. For Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) Monday, December 7 
was time to take care of business 
as she introduced a bill to require 
the state to establish a domestic 
partner registry to document eli¬ 
gibility for health coverage and re¬ 
quire hospitals to extend visita¬ 
tion rights to domestic partners. 

The bill would also require 
health insurers and HMOs to 
offer access to domestic partner 
health insurance coverage to small 
businesses seeking to offer such 
benefits to their employees. 

To Migden, it’s just good busi¬ 
ness sense. “Extending domestic 
partner health coverage helps 
small businesses be competitive. 
They can compete through at¬ 
tracting quality employees, in¬ 
cluding workers with non-tradi-

tional families. This bill is busi¬ 
ness-friendly because it promotes 
equity for small businesses and 
for thousands of workers with 
same sex or opposite sex partners 
living in loving, committed rela¬ 
tionships,” Migden said. “This in¬ 
cludes many senior citizens who 
have paired up but who don’t or 
can’t marry to avoid losing the re¬ 


tirement benefits they need in 
order to survive.” 

Migden cited over 500 major 
companies nationwide that offer 
domestic partner benefits to em¬ 
ployees, including Disney, Lotus, 
IBM, and Chevron. However, 
many smaller businesses have not 
been able to do so because they 
don’t have sufficient clout to ne¬ 
gotiate with the insurer. Conse¬ 
quently, small businesses are at a 
disadvantage as far as being able 
to attract top level employees 
without full benefits package op¬ 
tions. However, a number of large 
health plan providers such as 
Kaiser Permanente, Blue Cross, 
Blue Shield, PacifiCare and Health 
Net have begun to offer domestic 
partner coverage. 

The legislator is nothing if not 
persistent. Last session a similar 
Migden bill passed the Legislature 
with bi-partisan support, only to 
be vetoed by Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son. However, during his cam¬ 
paign, Governor-elect Gray Davis 
indicated that he would have 
signed that legislation. In 1999, 
Migden will give him the oppor¬ 
tunity to do just that. T

% ticipants from throughout 
the state Filled the Jesse Unruh 
hearing room in the state Capitol 
last Saturday, December 5 for the 
first general meeting of the Cali¬ 
fornia Alliance for Pride and 
Equality (CAPE). The fast-paced 
all-day session was co-chaired by 
Los Angeles attorney Carol An¬ 
derson and San Francisco-based 
CAPE Interim Executive Director 
Randy Allgaier, joined by Interim 
Board Co-chair Robert Haaland. 

After initial remarks by the 
CAPE trio, three legislative staffers 
- Rand Martin, chief of staff for 
state Senator John Vasconcellos; 
Laurie McBride, liaison to the 
GLBT community from the office 
of Assembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa; and Alan Lofaso, leg¬ 
islative staff to Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden - laid out issues 
and “do-able” legislative goals. 
They cautioned that although the 
last election resulted in positive 
changes, it was not a mandate for 
the GLBT community, and 
warned of Democrats in margin¬ 
al districts and upcoming reap¬ 
portionment as concerns for votes 
on key issues. 

A brisk business was continu¬ 
ally conducted throughout the 
day, selling CAPE memberships 
and filling out mailing lists. Par¬ 
ticipants exchanged cards and 
comments as they busily dealt 
with debating legislative issues 
and regional concerns. 

Activist and legislative 

Allgaier said he expects CAPE 
will be able to balance a legislative 
advocacy agenda with its grass¬ 
roots approach, and “be able to 
meld this together in ways that 


others can’t. Former organiza¬ 
tions had either one or the other, 
activist or legislative, but this will 
be a part of our organizational 
culture.” Allgaier said CAPE in¬ 
tends to keep people engaged. “We 
simply can’t have stealth policy,” 
he said, “people will have real 
input, a real give and take, and the 
two concepts can work in tan¬ 
dem.” 

He and the other CAPE orga¬ 
nizers promised to listen to what 
the community wants the organi¬ 
zation to accomplish, stating that 
they seek active community in¬ 
volvement and support on issues, 
and intend to hold regional meet¬ 
ings for feedback. 

There were a few surprises for 
CAPE organizers at the meeting, 
as some participants were visibly 
upset that CAPE will deal exclu¬ 
sively with civil rights issues and 
will not deal with any HIV or 
other health legislation. Organiz¬ 
ers also fielded questions on 
breast cancer and transgender is¬ 
sues. Hank Wilson, a San Francis¬ 
co educator and longtime activist 
on education issues, seemed to 


startle organizers with his re¬ 
marks. “In all the discussion I’ve 
heard here today,” Wilson said, “I 
have yet to hear anything about 
this group monitoring appoint¬ 
ments. We have to be sure the 
governor appoints people to 
boards like the state Board of Ed¬ 
ucation who will be friendly to 
our issues. Currently we are not in 
the curriculum, not in the text¬ 
books and not in the history and 
we should be - we’ve been lobby¬ 
ing on these issues for over a 
decade.” Wilson’s suggestions for 
this strategy were applauded and 
quickly adopted by the group. 

The four issues selected by 
CAPE participants as top priority 
for the 1999-2000 legislative ses¬ 
sion are: 

• The Dignity for All Students 
Act, as presented last session by 
Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl, 
which would provide protections 
and equal opportunities for all 
students regardless of sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

• The addition of GLBT per¬ 
sons to the protections provided 
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Breast friends

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DHHS forum Monday on HIV/AIDS 
in underrepresented communities

8 p he U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(DHHS) will host an open 
forum in Oakland this Monday, 
December 14, co-sponsored by 
the Alameda County Office of 
AIDS, to obtain information 
about the effects of HIV/AIDS on 
women, ethnic minorities, and 
low income people. 

People belonging to underrep¬ 
resented communities, service 
providers, and representatives of 
community-based organizations 
who work in these communities 
are invited to attend the daylong 
meeting in the first floor auditori¬ 
um of the Police Administration 
Building, located at 455 7th Street 
in Oakland. 

DHHS representatives will 
start the meeting at 9 a.m. with a 
brief introduction and an open¬ 


ing address by Regional Director 
Grantland Johnson, then devote 
most of the day to listening to 
community speakers discussing 
current issues about HIV/AIDS 
in underrepresented communi¬ 
ties. The day will close with an 
“open agenda” session, during 
which people who were not 
scheduled will have an opportu¬ 
nity to speak. Time permitting, a 
question and answer session may 
occur before the forum ends at 5 
p.m. 

Those interested in speaking 
should so designate on their 
RSVP messages and indicate the 
topic. DHHS reserves the right to 
select speakers to ensure that a 
representative sample of topics 
are covered. In the message, peo¬ 
ple should leave their name, orga¬ 
nization, address, phone, fax 
number, and any special accom¬ 
modations such as translation or 
access for the disabled. People will 


not be contacted to confirm reg¬ 
istration. The department will 
also arrange the order of speak¬ 
ers, and selected speakers will re¬ 
ceive advance notice. Depending 
on the number of people, speak¬ 
ers will be limited to between 
three and 10 minutes. 

Community members are in¬ 
vited to attend regardless of 
whether they plan to speak, orga¬ 
nizers said. 

DHHS is reviewing all of its 
HIV/AIDS-related programs with 
a particular focus on prevention 
initiatives, care and treatment 
programs, and substance abuse 
prevention and treatment efforts. 
The department’s goal is a candid 
review and assessment of what is 
happening at the state, local, and 
community levels given the 
changing nature and demograph¬ 
ics of HIV/AIDS. Monday’s meet¬ 
ing is part of its assessment of the 
epidemic in California, Arizona, 


Nevada, Hawaii, and the Pacific 
Territories - what DHHS has des¬ 
ignated Region IX. Among the in¬ 
formation sought by DHHS offi¬ 
cials are: prevention education 
and outreach for counseling and 
testing; treatment and social sup¬ 
port services; mental health and 
substance abuse treatment ser¬ 
vices; civil rights issues; commu¬ 
nity-based clinical research; 
healthcare financing, and AIDS 
fraud. 

In addition to Monday’s forum 
in Oakland, other meetings are 
planned for Southern California, 
Hawaii, Nevada, and Arizona. 

Numerous agencies within 
DHHS are involved in the plan¬ 
ning of these forums and may 
participate at each of the sites, in¬ 
cluding the Administration for 
Children and Families, Food and 
Drug Administration, Health 
Care Financing Administration, 
Health Resources Services Ad¬ 


ministration, Indian Health Ser¬ 
vices, Office for Civil Rights, Of¬ 
fice of the Inspector General, Of¬ 
fice of Minority Health, Office of 
the Regional Director, and the Of¬ 
fice of Women’s Health. DHHS 
has invited other agencies to par¬ 
ticipate, including the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
and the Substance Abuse and 
Mental Health Services Adminis¬ 
tration. T

M frican-Americans affected 
by the HIV/AIDS epidemic

The planning council is man¬ 
dated by the Ryan White CARE 
Act to prioritize and allocate fed¬ 
eral funds distributed to the San 
Francisco eligible metropolitan 
area (EMA) for the care of peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS. The 
council is required to base its de¬ 
cisions, in part, on the priorities 
of the HIV-infected communi¬ 
ties for whom services are in¬ 
tended. 

The local EMA includes San 
Francisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties. The council allocated 
approximately $37 million in 


CARE Act funds for fiscal year 
1998 to fund a variety of services 
including health care, housing, 
mental health and substance 
abuse services, case manage¬ 
ment, food, peer advocacy, direct 
emergency financial assistance, 
child care, transportation, and 
others. 

Councilmembers, including 
re-elected co-chairs Tom Cal- 
vanese, Diane Jones, and the 
newly elected Nilda Rodriguez, 
said they would like to hear from 
the community about the way in 
which those funds were distrib¬ 
uted by the city’s Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office, the 
entity responsible for the imple¬ 
mentation of the council’s deci¬ 
sions regarding allocation of 
CARE resources. 

The council recently complet¬ 
ed the planning process that will 
determine how CARE funds are 
distributed in the next fiscal year 
that begins March 1.

f he International Hate and 
Violence Education Foun¬ 
dation (IHAVE) is launch¬ 
ing the first-ever quilt tour dedi¬ 
cated to victims of hate crimes 
and violence. The quilt tour began 
in Seatde last Saturday, December 
5 and will be continuously on dis¬ 
play through January 7. Plans are 
in the works to send the quilt for 
exhibition in San Francisco. 

It was the murder of Matthew 
Shepard in October that prompt¬ 
ed IHAVE President Lee Thomp¬ 
son to build “matthewsplace. 
com,” the cyberplace of action 
and remembrance and the first 
website solely dedicated to hate 
crimes and violence. 

Through the website, 
Thompson gathered wide-reach¬ 
ing support from concerned 
community members including 
Monie Gephart, a close friend of 
Shepard’s family. By the end of 
October, Thompson had enough 
support to register as a founda¬ 
tion. 

Now IHAVE receives support 
from a concerned international 
community that hopes to quell the 
streams of hostility through the 
patchwork of a quilt. The founda¬ 
tion’s sole objective is to heighten 
public awareness about the kinds 
of violence that exist, and about 
the victims that have been taken 
from families and friends. 


“The quilt currently consists of 
over 200 patches and we’ve re¬ 
ceived patches from faraway 
places like Ireland and Capetown, 
South Africa,” Thompson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We have been 
overwhelmed by the support out 
there. I have had to dedicate 100 
percent of my time to this effort - 
and it’s very exciting.” 

The quilt not only honors gay 
hate crime victims, but also hon¬ 
ors Bay Area kidnap and murder 
victim Polly Klaas, as well as Adam 
Walsh, the murdered son of Amer¬ 
ica's Most Wanted host John Walsh. 

IHAVE expects to see the list 
grow as the spreading of public 
knowledge of the quilt brings 
other, lesser known - but equally 
important - victims into the 
minds of the public. 

Other IHAVE efforts include 


raising money for victims’ fami¬ 
lies in last month’s bus crash mur¬ 
der in Seattle, in which a bus dri¬ 
ver, his gun-wielding assailant, 
and a passenger were killed. “We 
intend to keep the foundation 
going to help the needy wherever 
we can,” Thompson remarked. 

Lake Placid, New York is the 
next stop on the tour. San Fran¬ 
cisco is high on the list of cities 
IHAVE would like to see as an ex¬ 
hibition place for the quilt, and 
those interested should phone 
IHAVE to learn how to make it a 
reality. ▼

Transgender 
community 
responds to murder 
near Boston

n November 28, Rita Hes¬ 
ter, an African-American 
' 0 transgender woman was 
murdered in her apartment in 
Allston, a Boston neighborhood. 
Hester received multiple stab 
wounds to the chest. She was last 
seen leaving a bar near her home, 
and witnesses say she was either 
, accompanied by, or followed by, 


two men. 

The police arrived on the scene 
Saturday evening after a neighbor 
reported hearing a disturbance. 
Hester was taken to an area hos¬ 
pital, where she died shortly 
thereafter. The police say they 
have no leads on the identity of 
the killer, but because there were 
no signs of forced entry they sus¬ 
pect that the person may have 
been an acquaintance. Hester was

Frank said. 

The expanded hate crimes act 
would have federal law enforce¬ 
ment agencies investigate alleged 
hate crimes against gays, lesbians, 
bisexuals, and transgendered peo¬ 
ple only if state or local authori¬ 
ties do not, and then only with the 
approval of the attorney general, 
he explained. 

“Hate crimes have been mis¬ 
understood,” the congressman 
had told his audience earlier. “The 
far right opposes legislation be¬ 
cause it says it violates free speech. 
That’s the only occasion we ever 
hear they are in favor of free 
speech.” While Americans are 
guaranteed the right to say or 
write anything derogatory or 
hateful under the First Amend¬ 
ment, they don’t have the right to 
act on those words, he said. 
“When you lift a hand against 
someone, you’re in trouble.” 

Frank said First Amendment 
protections should be extended to 
the Internet, which is being ac¬ 
cessed by an ever-increasing num¬ 
ber of Americans: “Censorship of 
the Internet is a violation of free 
speech. If we say electronic speech 
is less free than written speech, 
that’s dangerous.” 

Legislation is the second line of 
defense against hate crimes, ac¬ 
cording to Frank, because it 
would be used after a violation 
has occurred. “The first line of de¬ 
fense is making sure these things 
don’t happen in the first place.”

up in the standard drug tests,” 
Ackerson remarked. 

“GHB is a short trip,” said 
Jane Dyer, a specialist in GHB at 
San Francisco General Hospital’s 
poison control center. “It does 
not show up in the standard drug 
and alcohol test. GHB can cause 
amnesia in high doses,” a condi¬ 
tion apparently suffered by the 
victim. “But the amnesia wears 
off. 


The way to do that is through ed¬ 
ucation in the schools, he ex¬ 
plained. Citing the song “You’ve 
Got to be Carefully Taught” from 
the Rodgers and Hammerstein 
musical South Pacific, Frank said, 
“An infant in the crib doesn’t have 
prejudices that plague society. 
Children are not appalled that 
someone is different. They are in¬ 
jected with various prejudices by 
the time they are in their twenties. 

“The two savages who beat 
Matthew Shepard to death were 
only a few years out of high 
school. Schools, particularly sec¬ 
ondary schools, should be en¬ 
couraged to teach students that it 
is wrong to attack someone be¬ 
cause they are different.” 

Bigots are rarely people of 
great moral courage, Frank said. 
“They feel inferior and enhance 
their self image by stressing their 
sense of superiority over others. If 
you teach people that being a 
bigot is a terrible characteristic, it 
diminishes their desire to be one.” 

In 1991, Congress attached an 
amendment to a bill which denied 
federal funds to any school system 
that “promotes homosexuality,” 
he explained. “I call it the No 
Promo Homo amendment.” He 
said the term is vague and is not 
sure what it means. “Because I be¬ 
lieve we are born gay and don’t try 
to convert people, what does ‘pro¬ 
moting homosexuality’ really 
mean?” 

Asked what can be done to 
change the law, he said he will in¬ 
troduce legislation to repeal the 
1991 amendment during the next 
session of Congress. T 


“The drug only stays in the 
system for around 12 hours, and 
so it is difficult to detect,” Dyer 
told the B.A.R. “Therefore,” she 
concluded, “it is more likely that 
the victim suffered a blow to the 
head, causing the amnesia.” 

Due to the content of the writ¬ 
ing on the man’s body, the inci¬ 
dent has been written up by in¬ 
vestigators as a hate crime, and 
the case has been handed over to 
SFPD’s hate crimes division in¬ 
vestigations department. At press 
time, investigators had no further 
information on the matter. ▼

condition via Davis’s mother, 
Patty Davis of Sacramento. Spec¬ 
ulating on the location along the 
Interstate where Davis was found, 
near the Highway 50 overpass, 
Hawley and Patty Davis believe he 
may have been eventually thrown 
from the bridge of the overpass 
after his initial beatings. 

They told the B.A.R. the 21- 
year victim was last seen leaving 
Faces, a gay bar in Sacramento’s 
downtown district. He was head¬ 
ing toward The Depot, another 
gay bar, and in the direction of a 
friend’s house four blocks away. 
That was at 2:30 a.m. Sunday 
morning, after bar closing. 

More than 11 hours after Brad 
Davis’s last sighting, the Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol (CHP) 


phoned his mother to inform her 
of her son’s condition. 

“I can’t believe this has hap¬ 
pened,” said Hawley. “It’s like the 
Matthew Shepard thing. They 
beat him and left him to die in a 
ditch. It has to be because he is 
gay. He was leaving Faces gay bar 
and whoever did this saw him 
leave the bar.” 

Attempted murder? 

Patty Davis, who is also gay, 
was shaken by the beating of her 
son and in state of horror. “He 
could have been thrown off that 
bridge or maybe thrown out of a 
car. Brad’s in bad condition and is 
in the intensive care unit at UC 
Davis [Medical Center]. We don’t 
know when he’ll be able to tell us 
about the incident,” Ms. Davis 
said. 

According to Patty Davis’s 
partner Jo Parker, who is printing 


flyers, the incident is currently 
registered with Sacramento police 
under assault and battery. “It’s as¬ 
sault and battery in the police re¬ 
ports, but I found out today that it 
might be changed to attempted 
murder,” Parker said. 

“Brad passed blood and alco¬ 
hol tests and the drug test also 
came back negative,” Parker con¬ 
tinued. “The doctors are doing a 
test for the date rape drugs [Ro- 
hypnol and Gamma Hydroxy Bu¬ 
tyrate Acid (GHB)]. We’ll know 
the results in a day or two,” Park¬ 
er said. 

The incident was written up by 
CHP G. Roth of Sacramento, ac¬ 
cording to Patty Davis and her 
partner. Calls made by the B.A.R. 
to Officer Roth had not been re¬ 
turned at press time, and doctors 
at UC Davis Intensive Care Unit 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. ▼

wearing gold jewelry when found 
by police, indicating that robbery 
was an unlikely motive. 

Hester, 34, was a nightclub 
singer and sex worker who fre¬ 
quented Boston-area drag clubs, 
and who had recently returned 
from a performance trip to Greece 
and Germany. 

On December 4, Boston trans¬ 
gender activists, allies, and friends 
and family of Hester held a speak- 
out and candlelight procession to 
remember Hester and to raise 
awareness of anti-transgender 
hate crimes. Hester’s killing fol¬ 
lows the murder of three other 
members of Boston’s transgender 
community - Chanelle Picket, 


Rufus Turner, and Debra Forte - 
over the past three years. Some 
200 people attended the vigil, 
which was held at the Model Cafe, 
a neighborhood bar that Hester 
often visited. According to Dave 
Shannon of the Fenway Commu¬ 
nity Health Center’s Violence Re¬ 
covery program, “Even though we 
don’t know all the details about 
this murder. ... I don’t think it’s 
too much of a leap for us to make 
the conclusion that this crime was 
motivated by hate.” A memorial 
service was also held in Connecti¬ 
cut, where many of Hester’s fam¬ 
ily live. 

The transgender community 
and others have planned a “truth 
rally” for December 11 to express 
its outrage at the local media’s 
“disrespectful, derogatory, and in¬ 
accurate” portrayal of Hester. The 


city’s major dailies, the Boston 
Globe and the Boston Herald, and 
several television stations have 
consistently referred to the victim 
as a man and identified her by her 
male name, William Hester. 
Boston’s largest gay newspaper, 
Bay Windows, referred to Hester 
as a “gay man” and a “transgender 
man.” 

Although the media character¬ 
ized Hester as a cross-dresser who 
lived a “double life,” friends say 
Hester had lived full-time as a 
woman for many years; she was 
reportedly on hormone therapy 
and planning sex reassignment 
surgery. According to George An¬ 
thony, owner of the Model Cafe, 
“She wanted it to be known that 
her name was Rita when she came 
in. She let everybody know what 
she was about.” ▼

I n the immediate wake of World 
AIDS Day, as we pause to re¬ 
member those who have died 
from AIDS, and those who are still 
infected, we must remember the 
work that still lies ahead of us. 

Even as AIDS cases and deaths 
have dropped dramatically over 
the last several years in the Unit¬ 
ed States and Europe, there is still 
neither a cure nor an effective 
vaccine. It is estimated that 
40,000 new infections occur an¬ 
nually in the United States, with 
the greatest increases among gays, 
intravenous drug users, people of 
color, and by region in the south¬ 
east portion of this country. 
Worldwide, 90 percent of new in¬ 
fections occur outside the indus¬ 
trialized world, which hold 10 
percent of the world’s wealth, 
where the annual budget for 
healthcare may be as little as $5 
per capita per year. 

AIDS discrimination still ex¬ 
ists. This is perhaps the strongest 
argument against implementing 
names reporting in California, 
one of the last holdouts in the 
United States. Despite Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden’s passage 
of a bill to require feasibility of a 
unique identifier system, Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson vetoed it. 

It is not yet definitively known 
when to begin treatment, nor 
with which medications. There 
are followers of the “hit hard, hit 
early school,” but it remains to be 
seen whether side effects such as

lipodystrophy and elevated cho¬ 
lesterol levels can be sustained 
over the long haul, as well as is¬ 
sues of adherence. Unfortunately, 
long term trials to answer this 
question prospectively are only 
enrolling this year. Nevertheless, 
it is possible to mine much mean¬ 
ingful data from existing databas¬ 
es of long term observational 
studies, as well as from the 
healthcare delivery - if you can 
call it that - system. 

There are many for 
whom treatment has 
failed. Some phar¬ 
maceutical compa¬ 
nies’ refusal to test new 
antiretroviral medica¬ 
tions in this population, 
and yet still apply for accel¬ 
erated approval, is 
subverting the intent 
of that particular re¬ 
form, fought hard for 
by ACT UP, which was designed to 
let new agents be approved for a 
life threatening illness where no 
other treatment existed. There are 
now 12 agents approved for the 
treatment of HIV, all of which 
have been shown to work in anti¬ 
retroviral naive persons. The Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
ought to require all new agents for 
approval to have been tested in an¬ 
tiretroviral experienced persons. 

Across the United States, there 
are no federally mandated re¬ 
quirements for the implementa¬ 
tion of nationally funded but 
state administered ADAP (AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program). This 
program for uninsured and un¬ 
derinsured persons, delivered in 
“block grants” to the states, varies 
widely among states. In Califor¬ 
nia, the state has generally made 
up the difference between monies 
received from the federal govern¬ 
ment and the actual demand for 
the program. Other states, no¬ 
tably in the southeast, have failed 
to make up the difference where 
demand far exceeds supply and 
have instituted a lottery system. 

There are ethical issues of in¬ 
ternational trials, which the phar¬ 
maceutical industry as well as 
government-sponsored trials 
have yet to fully address. Notori¬ 
ously, prevention of mother-to- 
child transmission trials have fo¬ 
cused on preventing infection of 
the child while failing to treat the 
mother’s HIV infection. Addi¬ 
tionally, trials are conducted 
overseas using monotherapy 



(which as we well know is insuffi¬ 
cient to achieve viral suppression 
and will most certainly lead to re¬ 
sistance). 

It is infuriating to see the 
morally indefensible assertion 
being propagated by some in the 
community that HIV doesn’t 
cause AIDS, despite the rigorous 
investigations proving the con¬ 
trary. Many of these people are 
also now urging people not to be 
tested for HIV. Not being tested is 
an unwise choice for those 
who are HIV-positive: re¬ 
gardless of whether they 
choose to treat with 
antiretrovirals, they 
ought to prophylax 
against PCP if their T- 
cell count falls below 
200, sparing them¬ 
selves a needless 
death. 

The recent docu¬ 
mentation by Bob Grant and 
Rick Hecht at the University of 
California, San Francisco 
(UCSF), as well as a Swiss group, 
of transmission of protease in¬ 
hibitor-resistant virus brings 
home several messages: we must 
be vigilant about safe sex; be cre¬ 
ative in finding new ways of en¬ 
couraging people to stay nega¬ 
tive; and encourage those of us 
who are positive to take respon¬ 
sibility for themselves and their 
partners, because their partners 
may be incapable of taking it for 
themselves. 

There is still a shortage of af¬ 
fordable housing here in San 
Francisco, especially for people 
with AIDS on a fixed or no in¬ 
come. The waiting list is long and 
many have been frustrated trying 
to find a place to live. The sickest 
people are still not being served. 
The wait list seems to be a way of 
putting off people in urgent need 
and perhaps ought to be discard¬ 
ed, or at least a maximum period 
of time should be determined 
that one can be placed in limbo 
on such a list before a place for 
them to live is found. 

These are only some of the is¬ 
sues which clamor for our atten¬ 
tion, 17 years into the epidemic. 
Clearly, our work is not over; nor 
does it exist in a vacuum. AIDS is 
intimately bound up with health¬ 
care in general, racism, homopho¬ 
bia, sexism, religion, and class is¬ 
sues. But the virus doesn’t care. It’s 
only interested in replicating. Do 
something to help prevent it. ▼ 


HIV promoter gene found

G overnment scientists have found a genetic trait that makes 
people get sick sooner once they are infected with HIV. 

In a new study, people with a specific pattern in their 
DNA, which the scientists called PI, progressed more rapidly from 
being infected and having no symptoms to having AIDS. The sci¬ 
entists from the National Cancer Institute estimate the gene is pre¬ 
sent in between seven percent to 13 percent of the population. 

Geneticist Mary Carrington says, “In the first five or six years, 
those individuals will progress more rapidly by a year or two.” She 
says the gene only has this effect in the early stages of the infection. 

The gene appears to play a role in the production of a molecule 
--known as CCR5 - that helps bring the virus into immune system 
cells. Carrington says the new research shows that “if you play 
around with CCR5, you’re going to affect progression” of AIDS. 

CCR5 caused excitement among AIDS researchers two years ago 
when they observed that some people were protected from the dis¬ 
ease if they had defects in the two copies of the gene that produces 
the molecule. Even a glitch in one of the two copies of the CCR5 
gene could slow down the progression of AIDS, says Carrington. 

The scientists believe that one form of the promoter gene leads 
to more CCR5 on the cell surface, giving HIV more doors to enter. 
But, Carrington says, they still have to prove this theory. She says 
new drugs might aim at the promoter as a target, decreasing the 
production of CCR5 and slowing the disease progression. ▼

Former state Senator 
Milton Marks dies at 78

<f > an Francisco lost a longtime 
supporter of gay rights when 
",/J' former state Senator Milton 
Marks died last Friday, December 
4 at the age of 78. Marks was well 
known for his political style of 
going to countless events to meet 
and greet voters. Services will be 
held this Sunday, December 13 at 
Temple Emanu-El. 

Marks died of heart failure at 
University of California San Fran¬ 
cisco Medical Center with his wife 
and family at his side. He had 
been in poor health for quite 
some time. 

Marks, who served in the As¬ 
sembly and Senate for more than 
30 years, was first elected as a Re¬ 
publican and later as a Democrat. 
He left the Legislature in 1996 
when he was forced out by term 
limits. He also served as a munici¬ 
pal court judge in the 1960s. He 
was first elected to the state Senate 
in 1976 and switched to the De¬ 
mocratic party shortly thereafter. 

Long a champion of civil 
rights, gay rights, and working to 
increase funding for HIV/AIDS, 
Marks was remembered fondly by 
politicians, family members, and 
former aides. 

“He was about the first person 
to fight for gay rights and worked 
with George Moscone and Willie 
Brown,” his wife Carolene Marks 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “He 
was instrumental in passing the 
first gay rights legislation and 
never stopped.” 

In fact, one of Marks’s last leg¬ 
islative efforts was a bill on trans¬ 
gender rights; it failed. 

“I know this went along with 
his philosophy that everyone was 
equal, every group. It’s incredible 
that one man could do what he 
did so quietly,” Carolene Marks 
said. 

Among Marks’s major votes 
was one in 1974 that decriminal¬ 
ized adult consensual sexual be¬ 
havior; he was the only Republi¬ 
can to vote for the law. Among 
Marks’s significant legislation was 
anonymous HIV testing, and in¬ 
creased funding for the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP). He created funding for 
an HIV/AIDS hotline in Tagalog 
in San Francisco so Filipinos 
could call in. 

“Every year he worked consis¬ 
tently to increase the budget aug¬ 
mentation for ADAP. He ulti¬ 
mately expanded it, and opened 
up accessibility,” recalled Carol 
Stuart, who worked for Marks in

the early 1990s and again from 
1994-96, when the senator left of¬ 
fice. 

Stuart said that under Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson, AIDS funding in 
the state has been draconian and 
that Marks worked to change that. 
When ADAP first started, it was 
only about $6 million; after years 
of work to increase the funding, 
that rose to $17 million, due in 
large part to Marks’s efforts in the 
Senate. Today, openly lesbian As- 
semblymembers Carole Migden 
and Sheila Kuehl have expanded 
ADAP even more. 

“He was right there,” Stuart 
added. She said Marks always sup¬ 
ported equal rights for gays and 
was one of the few politicians who 
supported the late Harvey Milk 
from the beginning, when Marks 
was a Republican. 

Migden said Marks will be 
sorely missed. “Senator Marks was 
ahead of his time. He consistently 
supported the gay and lesbian 
community long before it was 


fashionable.” 

In 1992 when Wilson vetoed 
AB 101 again, Marks arranged for 
a huge rainbow flag to fly above 
the capitol, even though it was 
against regulations; Wilson or¬ 
dered it removed by noon, but 
Stuart said it was empowering to 
see the huge flag if only for a few 
hours. 

Marks also pushed laws to ex¬ 
pand public housing and protect 
the environment. He opposed the 
death penalty, and supported a 
woman’s right to an abortion. His 
significant bills included the first 
outlawing asbestos and the first 
requiring nonflammable materi¬ 
als in children’s pajamas, and the 
first law allowing women the right 
to credit in their own name. 

No event was too small for 
Marks to attend; over the years, he 
went to numerous parades, testi¬ 
monials, bar and bat mitzvahs, 
ribbon cuttings, groundbreakings, 
fundraisers, funerals, and public 
gatherings. The late senator also 
received tens of thousands of let¬ 
ters from constituents and an¬ 
swered at least as many. 

Carolene Marks said the San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Band is scheduled to per¬ 
form at Marks’s service Sunday. In 
addition to his wife, Marks is sur¬ 
vived by three children and three 
grandchildren. ▼

|§ t is one of the original Olympic 

events, and one that embodies 
m the purest aspects of athletic 
competition.

Brian Mutert’s “very aggressive 
schedule” in 10 track events led to 
multiple medals of all colors (five 
gold, one bronze, and a silver as 
part of a relay). Mutert, one of 
several outstanding members of 
the San Francisco Track and Field 
Club, competed in several sprint, 
relay, and hurdle races, as well as 
the high jump and triple jump, 
over four days in the 40-and-up 
category at Gay Games V’s track 
and field competition. 

Other outstanding Bay Area 
men included Frank Demby, Luke 
Cottrill, Rick Thoman, Ben Fer¬ 
nandez, and Gwynne Villegas. 

“I had the track meet of my 
life,” said Mutert. Despite fighting 
injuries before the meet, he perse¬ 
vered. In the middle of preparing 
for his events, he had a bit of an 
epiphany. “A beam of light came 
down and said, ‘Enjoy this.’” 

A trackster in his school years 
in Washington, Missouri, Mutert 
“really fought being gay in 
school,” and maintained a popu¬ 
larity as a jock. “It was difficult. 
Sports was one of the saving 
graces that got me through it.” His 
accomplishments include holding 
his school triple jump record for 
15 years. 

Mutert gave up track for many 


years, came out, and moved to 
San Francisco. When he heard of 
Gay Games back in 1986, while 
watching track and field events, “a 
big pang in my gut said, ‘You can 
be out there doing that.’” 

He credits the “inclusiveness of 
Gay Games” for inspiring him to 
return to his sport. “People can 
get out there and just do their best 
and enjoy that experience. I 
don’t think that runs con¬ 
trary to people who want 
to compete at a high 
level. Each sport has to 
keep up its level of compe¬ 
tition, but also inclusive¬ 
ness.” 

Despite the long 
daily treks from hotel 
to field in Amster¬ 
dam, he didn’t mind, 
noting that delays and 
distance led to mak¬ 
ing new friends. “Kindred spirits 
bond at these events that are out 
of the main city. Competitions are 
short, so hanging out time is 
longer in track.” 

He enjoyed the thrill of being 
among “people in peak physical 
condition - in Lycra no less!” but 
also noted the “inner beauty of 
athletes. People compete in such a 
mood of celebration.” 

Mutert did note the more than 
usual organizational problem of 
time between warm-ups. “There 
were long breaks at unforeseen 
times. People were already 
warmed up. That’s difficult, espe¬ 
cially when you’re trying to build 
your momentum.” 

The addition of extra competi¬ 
tors at week’s end proved frustrat¬ 


ing for many top athletes, whose 
final heats often were changed last 
minute to qualifying or semi-final 
races. 

Mutert said the Dutch orga¬ 
nizers “tried to be inclusive, but it 
turned into an organizational 
nightmare at the end.” 

Still, Mutert is excited about 
Sydney’s hopefully improved ver¬ 
sion of Gay Games. He considers 
a high point in the 
relay event, where he 
advanced 20 meters 
in the last section of the 
race to beat the Sydney team. 
Mutert looks forward to giv¬ 
ing the Aussies another run 
in 2002. 

After taking a 
break, Mutert’s con¬ 
sidering doing a de¬ 
cathlon sometime 
next year. “The antici¬ 
pation for Sydney is huge,” he 
said. “A lot of this is about learn¬ 
ing over time.” 

Javelin of the Gods? 

One of two SF Track and 
Field’s women members, Erin 
Fell, competed in the heptathlon, 
which included long jump, high 
jump, shot put, javelin, and races 
in 800 meter, 200 meter, and 100 
meter hurdles. 

Fell had never done a hep¬ 
tathlon before. “I was excited to 
do it,” she said. “My training was¬ 
n’t as rigorous as I would’ve liked, 
but I did pretty well.” 

Teammate Carmen Morrison 
also excelled in many events, tak¬ 
ing the gold in the 100 and 400 
meter 40-plus races.

Fell competed her best of the 
season in the high jump, 800 meter, 
and 200 meter events. “Track and 
field is much bigger in Europe,” she 
said. “In the U.S. many fewer 
women compete in my events. 
[There were only four women in 
heptathlon.] Some trained regular¬ 
ly and even had coaches. It was a 
great competition.” 

When not racing on the track 
in Amsterdam, she “wandered 
around aimlessly” through the 
myriad streets and canal bridges. 
Aching from her endeavors, Fell 
fortunately found a spa with a hot 
tub and sauna. “Sometimes it was 
frustrating to find things.” 

Other sports she found time to 
view were women’s volleyball, 
which she found only after 
searching with some other 
women equally confused by the 
lack of signs showing where the 
event was. 

Fell also watched her girlfriend 
play tennis, and got a chance to 
relax and enjoy the sights outside 
the city. “We did a home exchange 
with some people in Hemskerk,” 
where they jogged at a nearby 
beach. They also rented a car and 
visited small, less touristy towns 
in Holland. 


One of the more unusual 
sights Fell witnessed at track and 
field was a crew of Dutch police¬ 
women who did a relay in full 
uniform. 

And if that weren’t enough in¬ 
spiration, Fell had a moment of 
almost-divine intervention. While 
practicing for a pre-Gay Games 
meet in Los Gatos over the sum¬ 
mer, she discovered that her 
javelin was a bit heavier than nor¬ 
mal. Team member Thoman con¬ 
curred that it was a men’s javelin, 
in fact, probably that of Gay 
Games co-founder Tom Waddell, 
whom Bay Area tracksters joking¬ 
ly/reverently refer to as “the God.” 

She said, “It was an honor just 
to be throwing it!” ▼

Hearing Tuesday to decide 
future of Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center

W roponents of efforts to ren¬ 
ovate and expand the pop- 
ular and overly crowded 
Eureka Valley Recreation Center, 
so it can accommodate more 
community activities, have been 
frustrated by the mayor and the 
city’s Recreation and Parks De¬ 
partment’s repeated delays. City 
officials have put their priorities 
elsewhere - primarily to funding 
the King Pool in the Bayview Dis¬ 
trict - to the annoyance of those 
who want an upgraded center to 
serve the Castro neighborhood. 

The public will have a final 
chance to voice opinions on the 
matter at a hearing this Tuesday, 
December 15, at 6:30 p.m. A dele¬ 
gation of queer youth are expected 
to attend the meeting to advocate 
for Eureka Valley. Others are wel¬ 
come, and encouraged, to attend 
the meeting in the commission 
room at McLaren Lodge, the rustic 
brick building located in Golden 
Gate Park at the corner of Fell and 
Stanyan streets that serves as the 
park and recreation headquarters. 

“We have revised architect’s 
drawings for Eureka Valley that 
have met all staff needs for pro¬ 
gramming and for bringing the 
electrical wiring and plumbing up 
to code,” said Alan Weaver, a 
member of the Open Space Com¬ 
mittee that advises on binding for 


the various parks projects around 
town. “The gay kids who use the 
center daily are excited. Our com¬ 
mittee is stuck, because the staff 
refuses to heed our advice.” 

Because the city still needs $1 
million to fund renovation of the 
King Pool, that money is being 
withheld from other city parks 
and recreation projects which 
have been underway longer. 

Open Space Committee mem¬ 
bers feel the city should immedi¬ 
ately allocate $1.5 million for the 
Eureka Valley Recreation Center, 
said Weaver: “The question is 
whether we can get enough votes. 
The staff is recommending only a 
quarter million dollars, in which 
case renovating Eureka Valley 
would take six years.” 

Part of the problem, Weaver 
insisted, is that Joel Robinson “is 
still only ‘acting’ Recreation and 
Parks Director after three years on 
the job,” so he’s still under the 
mayor’s thumb. 

“The Recreation and Parks 
Department staff are doing what 
the mayor wants,” Weaver said. 
“They say they’re just finishing 
what we started, but in fact Eure¬ 
ka Valley started before King Pool. 
Their action affects and corrupts 
the entire process.”

ministration is siding with fear in 
taking the students from Merrick’s 
classroom, and it’s honorable for 
Merrick to try and unpack the cul¬ 
tural baggage of his school district. 

A Bakersfield newspaper re¬ 
ported that Merrick is open about 
his homosexuality when asked by 
friends, colleagues, and reporters. 

It is hard to imagine that the 
parents who secured transfers for 
their sons draw any distinctions 
between a gay teacher and a ho¬ 
mosexual one. 

Who knows how the Rio Bravo 
folks will rule, but Bravo already 
to the federal judge in Salt Lake 
City who ruled in favor of high 
school teacher/coach Wendy 
Weaver two weeks ago. Weaver 
had gone to court to challenge the 
gag order put on her by school au¬ 
thorities to prevent her from talk¬ 
ing with students or staff about 
her sexual orientation. She had 


also lost her coaching position. 

Judge Bruce Jenkins ruled that 
the school district had violated 
Weaver’s rights of free speech, 
equal protection, and due process. 
Judge Jenkins understood the cul¬ 
tural baggage at work when he 
wrote “Although the Constitution 
cannot control prejudices, neither 
this court nor any other court 
should, directly or indirectly, legit¬ 
imize them.” He reinstated Weaver 
to her coaching position and 
awarded her $1,500 in damages. 

Of course, 30 years from now 
the local daily may run a story of 
a concealed tape dated December 
1998.

under the Fair Employment and 
Housing Act. Boyce Hinman, 
founder of Lambda Letters, a 
statewide organization that helps 
people write to their legislators on 
a variety of civil rights and health- 
related issues, suggested the addi¬ 
tion of bisexual and transgen- 
dered under these protections. 

• Legislation to provide a 
statewide registry for domestic 
partners and to allow and encour¬ 
age the same employee benefits 
for domestic partners as for mar¬ 
ried employees, i.e., health and 
other insurance benefits. 

• Encouraging appointment of 
persons friendly to the GLBT 
community in positions con¬ 
trolled by the governor. 

Two other issues tied for fifth 
place on the list and outdistanced 
other issues: 

• Support for domestic partner 
benefits for state employees 

• Opposition to the IGiight Ini¬ 
tiative, which would place already 
existing law into the state Consti¬ 
tution that marriage can only 
legally exist between one man and 
one woman and will not recog¬ 
nize any same sex marriages that 
might be legal in other states. 

Need and momentum 

In the afternoon, 10 regional 


groups met by themselves to do 
other planning, including the 
drawing of geographical areas and 
selection of regional representa¬ 
tives to the CAPE Board of Direc¬ 
tors. Sam Catalano of Sacramen¬ 
to, former office manager for the 
now defunct Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality, was ap¬ 
pointed as CAPE’s first staff mem¬ 
ber. All current board and staff 
positions are temporary. 

Some participants were clearly 
energized and intensely motivated 
by the discussion and events. Oth¬ 
ers were skeptical, and are not sure 
the fledgling organization will fly. 
But Bates Botting, president of 
Sacramento’s Lambda Communi¬ 
ty Center, said, “Need and mo¬ 
mentum alone will carry it over 
the first few hurdles and the rest 
will be up to the membership and 
the whether there will be support 
from the community-at-large.”

ternational pressure was brought 
to bear by human rights and gay 
rights proponents. 

Nkoli was an internationally 
known leader of South Africa’s 
gay movement, and was one of 
the few such leaders who dared to 
be so visible. He was a co-founder 
of the Gay and Lesbian Organiza¬ 
tion of Witwatersrand and the 
Township AIDS Project, and was 
also a member of the board of the 
International Lesbian and Gay As¬ 
sociation. After the fall of the 
apartheid regime, South Africa’s 
new government instituted the 


first constitution in the world to 
guarantee equal rights regardless 
of sexual orientation. 

On November 30, Nkoli died 
at the age of 41 from complica¬ 
tions of AIDS. 

Speakers at Saturday’s service 
will include singer Blackberri, 
writer Jewelle Gomez, the Rev¬ 
erend Penny Nixon, and activist 
Michael Petrelis. Members of the 
community will have an opportu¬ 
nity to share their memories of

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I t was rock n’ roll KOA campgrounds all the way this past summer as the Hail 
Marys navigated their 23-foot 1978 Dodge Beaver RV to one gig after anoth¬ 
er across the nation. They played at dyke bars squirreled away in Deep South 
woodlands; for drunk, obnoxious frat boys in Monterey, who at first jeered 
the dykes on stage for not playing nice, folksy songs like the Indigo Girls, then 
wound up being the band’s “drooling” admirers; at the Launch Pad in Albu¬ 
querque, where, they were proud to note, the Jesus Lizard played the following 
night; for happening live-music clubs in Chapel Hill, North Carolina (Local 506), 
Atlanta, Georgia (The Point), and New York City (CBGBs). 

As they related these facts last week over happy-hour pitchers of Bud at the 
comfortably raunchy Hole in the Wall, that South of Market queer biker bar 
where rock n’ roll still rules, Hail Marys vocalist Jackie Strano, guitarist Debbie 
Torrey, and bassist Veronica Savage appeared the picture of dyke punkness (the 
band’s former drummer, Shawlene Ross, dropped out of the tour before it 
reached New York City). They had a butch/femme dynamic going, with band 
leader Strano, 33, and Torrey, 28, looking like cool, sexy street toughs (with hearts 
of gold), and Savage, 32, like a multiply-pierced femme warrior, a black Xena, or 
maybe Gabrielle. 

They dominated the corner of the bar nearest the men’s urinal, and the full- 
bearded afternoon bartender couldn’t help but overhear their tales of adventure 
on the road in the old Beaver. He showed his appreciation for their obvious work-

I t is the laugh that gives her away. Film critic Pauline Kael once called her voice 
a “pipe organ,” and it is when she laughs that one can hear most clearly that 
deep velvety timbre, and imagine the echo of one of her most famous lines: “I 
could smell the roadhouse whiskey on his breath, and I liked it!” 

Yes, Piper Laurie is Margaret White, and she will be reliving the two weeks in 
1976 when she became Carrie’s Mom, during an appearance on stage at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre next Friday, December 18, when Marc Huestis presents A Carrie White 
Christmas. I reached her by telephone in her Los Angeles home while she was 
preparing to spend Thanksgiving with her real daughter, Anna. 

Will Shank: San Francisco is eagerly anticipating your arrival here for the Carrie 
revival. Let me take you back to the time of the making of the movie. How did 
you first meet the character Margaret White, and how did you feel about becom¬ 
ing her? 

Piper Laurie: [She laughs that laugh.] Well, I hadn’t made a movie in fifteen years, 
and in my mind I had turned down Carrie, thinking that it was apiece of crap. My 
then-husband told me that I should reconsider because Brian De Palma has a 
unique approach to his work. So I went to New York and met with him. I had no 
expectations at all. I just worked on it very seriously, and it came at a time when 
it was great fun to be working again. It felt good to be an actress again. 

Because your last film before that had been The Hustler in 1961. A lot of fuss 
was made at that time about your disenchantment with Hollywood and how you 
wanted to get away and raise your family and have a life. Obviously you got on 
with your life and then came back to have a wonderful second career. How had 
things changed in the industry during your hiatus? 

I think the biggest change was within me. Working was no longer a life-and-death

Goodbye to yesteryear 

If you are from Boston and a 
queen of a certain age — yes, yes, 
David, sit down, we see you — you 
will be saddened to hear that the 
last two remaining pre-Stonewall 
gay bars in that city have closed 
their doors for good. Bay Windows 
reports that Boston’s oldest gay 
bar, the Playland Cafe (est. 1938), 
has followed the Napoleon Club 
into nightclub oblivion. 
Napoleon’s was a swanky, cliquey 
place, with that special Yankee 
sense of piss elegance, but Play- 
land was an everything-goes type 
of establishment as befit its locale, 
the Combat Zone, the city’s ever- 
dwindling Red Light district. If 
some of its patrons weren’t throw¬ 
ing fists around by the end of the 
night, it hardly counted as a night 
out. It joins a list of working-class 
joints popular with sailors and 
queers that have bit the Boston 
dust. The loss of Playland and 
Napoleon’s in three months’ time 
has set back Gay History on the 
Eastern Seaboard. 

Fired up 

Meanwhile, in India (who says 
Out There doesn’t get around?) 
hundreds of members of the 
ultra-nationalist Hindu party 
Shiv Sena gutted several cinemas 
across the subcontinent showing 
the controversial lesbian-themed 
film Fire. United Press Interna¬ 
tional reports that at least 12 cin¬ 
emas were ransacked, including 
the prestigious Regal Theatre in 
New Delhi. 

A spokesman for Shiv Sena 
told UPI the film will not be al¬ 
lowed to be screened in India, as 
its subject matter is offensive to 
the Hindu culture. The film that 
so threatens his sensibilities shows 
a lesbian relationship between 
two sister-in-laws who have an 
unhappy married life. The direc¬ 
tor of Fire, Deepak Mehta, says 
she made the film because les¬ 
bians are a part of Indian society.

Slash and burn

t is a play about A Christmas 
I! Carol, but there is nothing 

heart-warming about it. I 
mean, nothing. 

In Bill and Chuck and Scrooge, 
Danny Scheie uses the Dickens tale 
for a slash-and-burn attack on 
mainstream theatrical mentalities 
that pander to a brain-dead bour¬ 
geoisie while sustaining heterosex¬ 
ual illusions of a gay-free theater. 
Above the steady rasp of a grinding 
ax, there emerge some sharp obser¬ 
vations that mine their laughs 
through hyperbolic harshness. 

Scheie, who wrote and direct¬ 
ed the new play, also stars as Bev, 
the ruthless but artistically null 
artistic director of a regional the¬ 
ater whose cash-cow annual pro¬ 
duction of A Christmas Carol has 
run dry. She has somehow sum¬ 
moned forth the spirits of Charles 
Dickens and William Shakespeare 
to help her rework it, and their 
sessions together provide the op¬ 
portunity for a steady stream of 
caustic remarks, insults, wise¬ 
cracks, and tirades. 

Scheie, the popular local per¬ 
former and director whose own 
past includes a rocky stint as artis¬ 
tic director of Shakespeare Santa 
Cruz, is alone onstage for the final 
tirade. Bev has won the Tony 
Award for her performance as 
Scrooge, and her acceptance 
speech is her horrifying vision for 
the theater.

The play is an uneven affair 
that can be deliciously on target 
or a mile wide. When Dickens 
lambastes Ken Ludwig, author of 
Lend Me a Tenor, there is no rea¬ 
son for the obscure reference to 
come from this particular charac¬ 
ter and no resonance for the audi¬ 
ence. But Bev’s riff on Dancing at 
Lughnasa, no matter what you 
may think of the play, makes sense 
for the character, and draws some 
big laughs. 

Outfitted in low-key drag that 


makes him look like Giselle 
Mackenzie’s less attractive sister, 
Scheie’s performance drives the 
production like a diesel engine. 
Richard Ciccarone as Shakespeare 
and Liam Vincent as Dickens ad¬ 
mirably hold their own amid the 
onslaught. ▼ 


Bill and Chuck and Scrooge will 
run through Dec. 20 at the 
Marsh.

'Weber Family Christmas' 


Family affair

H t’s been four years since The 
■ Weber Family Christmas of¬ 
fered theater-goers its Yule- 
tide travesty, and it looks like a 
lot of that time has been spent 
gathering the inspired clutter 
that decorates the living-room 
set. At intermission, the audience 
is invited to explore the set, and 
it’s an offer you shouldn’t refuse. 

The detailing even extends be¬ 
yond the bric-a-brac on the walls 
and shelves to what’s hidden away 
in closed drawers. Wander into 
Mr. Weber’s workshop, and he 
may pull out a dog-eared girlie 
mag to share with you, though it 
quickly disappears if one of the 
womenfolk amble by. “Ix-nay on 


the orn-pay,” he mumbles. Mean¬ 
while, tippling wife Naomi, brat- 
ty daughter Sally Sue, and live-in 
nerd Bradley are chatting up 
other theater-goers while serving 
a dreadful microwaved concoc¬ 
tion named Little Cup of Christ¬ 
mas. It’s not for nothing that the 
second act begins with Sally Sue 
passing through the audience 
with a tray of “Turns and moist 
towelettes.” 

The Weber Family Christmas is 
in the suspect category of inter¬ 
active theater, but the device is 
intermittent and generally volun¬ 
tary — even if you do have to 
ring the doorbell and walk 
through the Webers’ living room 
to get to your seat. Actually, these 
hands-on moments are often the

lovingly on the most gynecologi¬ 
cal details of the birth of the film¬ 
maker’s sister-in-law’s child. Gen¬ 
der politics are at the heart of this 
fascinating work: in one scene, 
shots of a bulldozer tearing down 
a house are contrasted with im¬ 
ages of labor and birth, the clear 
implication being that one is de¬ 
structive, the other creative. In an¬ 
other sequence, the husband talks 
about various medical theories of 
childbirth, while the mother de¬ 
scribes her experiences in this area 
as she is living them. Some of 
Keller’s images are at once devas¬ 
tating and offhand — the scene of 
the mother talking on the phone 
while her afterbirth falls to the 
floor no doubt sent many male 
observers screaming for the door, 
but it has an undeniable power. 

The other film on this bill, 
Carolee Schneemann’s Fuses, 
sounds simple enough on paper. 
The filmmaker used a wind-up 
Bolex camera to document a se¬ 
ries of sexual interludes with her 
boyfriend, a handsome, generous¬ 
ly endowed hunk. But in a bril¬ 
liantly ironic co-optation of one 
of women’s domestic roles, she 
baked the film in the oven. The re¬ 
sult is a series of wildly colored 
Dionysian sexual tableaux partial¬ 
ly obscured in celluloid that 
crackles, bleeds, and virtually ex¬ 
plodes on the screen. Chick Flicks 
describes the chilly reception 
Schneemann’s film received from 
many quarters — men objecting 
to a woman intruding on what 
they saw as their territory, women 
reviling scenes of Schneemann’s 
explicit and seemingly joyful 
cocksucking as “demeaning,” 
without perhaps noticing her 
boyfriend’s equally enthusiastic 
cuntlicking. Schneemann’s insis¬ 
tence on positioning her body as 
the “text” of her film, a strategy 
that still seems revolutionary 
today outside a porn context, is 
perhaps the best answer to the 
film’s detractors. T

hick Flicks sounds like a re¬ 
vival of female juvenile 
delinquent movies a la 
Teenage Gang Debs or She-Devils 
on Wheels. In fact, it’s the title of 
cultural critic B. Ruby Rich’s au¬ 
thoritative new book on “cine- 
feminism,” subtitled Theories and 
Memories of the Feminist Film 
Movement. In what promises to 
be a lively show at the SF Cine¬ 
matheque on Sunday, Dec. 13, 
Rich will sign her book and pre¬ 
side over the resurrection of two 
rarely screened classics of the 
genre: Carolee Schneemann’s 
hardcore psychedelic orgy epic 


Fuses (1965), and the late Mar¬ 
jorie Keller’s bracing reclamation 
of the birth process, Misconcep¬ 
tion (1977). 

Rich is a gifted writer, and her 
book is an enticing mix of analy¬ 
sis, memoir, history, and dish 
structured as an anthology of ar¬ 
ticles published over the last quar¬ 
ter-century and interspersed with 
updating commentaries. Some of 
the pieces are solid but straight¬ 
forward reviews — Maya Deren’s 
“voodoo verite” film Divine 
Horsemen, for example, gets this 
treatment. Others attempt to sep¬ 
arate the endless sexist hype from 
the cultural and aesthetic interest 
of still-controversial filmmakers 
like Leni Riefenstahl. Rich master¬ 
fully aphorizes the problematic 
director: “Riefenstahl supplied fe¬ 
male values (beauty, humanity, 
spirituality) with Nazi definitions 
(the beauty of the SS uniform, the 
humanity of the master race, the 
spirituality of Fuehrer-worship).” 
The author’s extended discussion 
of the feminist porn debate is im¬ 
mersing and instructive. 

Best of all, Chick Flicks is a 
highly readable, informal “you- 
are-there” history of one of the 
byways of the feminist movement. 
Much of this story involves rival 
factions and intellectual one-ups- 
manship by sympathizers and de¬ 
tractors of “women’s films” both 
male and female. As documented 
by Rich, the movement found 
surprisingly little support from 
supposedly liberated auteurs like 
Stan Brakhage, who, as Rich de¬ 
scribes, attacked Sally Potter as an 
“interloper” at a 1979 screening of 
her film Thriller. The revolution¬ 
ary fervor of men like Brakhage, 
Ken Jacobs, and other darlings of 
the avant-garde apparently did 
not extend to wanting women to 
rebel. But some women who had 
already gained a forum for their 
ideas — Claire Johnston, for ex¬ 
ample, editor of the influential 
British magazine Screen — were 
equally insensitive. Rich skewers 
Johnston, a central figure in the 
movement, as a “theory terrorist” 
for whom “pluralism was a dirty 
word.” 

While the tortured theorists 
and confused leftists were perpet¬ 
ually busy slugging it out at con¬ 
ferences, screenings, and any 
venue they could arrange, the 
filmmakers whose work was trig¬ 
gering all the hoopla were equally 
busy trying to ignore these feuds 
and create their art. 

Marjorie Keller’s Misconcep¬ 
tion, shot with synch sound in the 
rough style of a home movie, is a 
kind of diary film that attempts to 
reclaim the birth process. Struc¬ 
tured in six parts, the film focuses

into relief. Either the second so¬ 
prano is pale and you don’t care 
that she dies, or she is Norah Am- 
sellem, a former Merolini, who 
sang the most moving Liu I’ve 
heard since the late Pilar Lorengar 
blew everybody — including Bir¬ 
git Nilsson — away here in 1964. 
Where this season’s original cast 
Liu couldn’t cope with Armiliato’s 
taffy tempos, Amsellem simply 
took charge of the last act’s linked 
arias, phrasing with powerfully 
expressive legato lines. She also 
floated the pianissimo B-flat on 
“sorriso” for about 35 bars in Act 
One. If you’ve got it, flaunt it. 

As James Jorden says in 
parterre box: “Remember when 
opera was queer and dangerous 
and exciting...?” It certainly was 
that rainy Sunday afternoon. I felt 
14 again. ▼

Second 

Turning point

urandot is the first opera 
that ever made an impres¬ 
sion on me. I’d been going 
to the War Memorial Opera 
House since I was six, but in 1953, 
my mother and grandmother 
took me to hear “a rare Puccini 
work that is never played in 
America.” It starred the Swiss so¬ 
prano Inge Borkh, a beautiful 
women and great actress with a 
steady top voice. All three of us, 
sitting in the Dress Circle, went 
nuts. 

Though I’ve heard some stu¬ 
pendous performances of Turan- 
dot in the intervening 45 years — 
with Birgit Nilsson, Montserrat 
Caballe and Eva Marton as the 
murderous virgin — I’d never 
again experienced the live thrill 
that I did listening to Borkh hurl 
thunderbolts at some poor weenie 
of a tenor. Never, that is, until the 
second cast took over the San 
Francisco Opera’s David Hockney 
production of Turandot last week¬ 
end. 

The opening night cast had 
been ghastly: A Turandot shrill 
and vocally unattractive; a tenor 
who had breath control and mu¬ 
sically, but apparently not the co- 
jones needed for this unsympa¬ 
thetic role of a man so dick-dri¬ 
ven that minutes after an inno¬ 
cent slave dies for him, he is pas¬ 
sionately kissing the woman of his 
fantasies. You couldn’t even tell if 


the Liu could sing because the 
conductor, who seemed to be 
learning the score as the evening 
stumbled along, gave her no help. 

All that dissolved with the 
“second” cast, even with the same, 
inept conductor. (Let’s be charita¬ 
ble and not ask why these people 
didn’t sing the opening.) It may 
have been pouring rain outside, 
but inside the War Memorial it 
was hot, hot, hot — from the 
blazing red of Tom Munn’s bril¬ 
liant lighting to the take-no-pris- 
oners vocalism of debutante Tu¬ 
randot Audrey Stottler. According 
to backstage gossip, atThe dress 
rehearsal, chorus and orchestra 
gave Stottler a standing 0. So did 


was the extra rehearsal, or maybe 
Stottler pricked his pride, but 
Margison put much more swag¬ 
ger and intensity into his singing 
and acting. Instead of ; the,usually 
polite, well-schooled Canadian 
bore, he suddenly got aggressive 
and competitive, interpolating a 
ringing high C in Act Two. I still 
find his top voice, while clearly 
produced and seemingly secure, 
somewhat detached from the rest 
of his sound, but he was definite¬ 
ly “on” that afternoon. 

. With a Turandot and Calaf 
who sing and act as if their love 
affair mattered — and if they 
don’t, we are in for a queasy two 
hours — the role of Liu is thrown

OnSite Dance Compan/s ' Freewheel'

|ff§ y now we all know that 
: : : every individual in the 
world is only seven degrees 
of separation away from every 
other person. That is merely a sta¬ 
tistic proving the small world 
syndrome. I am much more in¬ 
terested in seeing how various 
communities and microcosms 
overlap and interact, whether in¬ 
tentionally or by pure chance. So 
when the local OnSite Dance 
Company’s Jessica Lutes and Paul 
Benney decided to show their 
work-in-progress, Freewheel, 
about the culture of bike messen¬ 
gers, my curiosity was more than 
piqued. 

OnSite’s appearance at the 
Forum of the Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts last weekend was the 
culmination of a three-week Wat- 
tis Artist-in-Residence period, 
awarded to help the company de¬ 
velop new work. Though Lutes 
and Benney had not been previ¬ 
ously interested in bicycles and 
bike-riding, despite their very 
athletic approach to dance, the 
current exhibit at the Center for 
the Arts on bicycle culture in¬ 
spired them to explore the world 
of the two-wheelers. 

“It was an incredible chal¬ 
lenge, total immersion,” said 
Lutes. “It was like going to bike 


camp for three weeks.” 

The other exciting element was 
the collaboration with the lighting 
and sound. Lutes said, “We 
worked together and held back on 
the tech, so the lights and music 
underline what’s happening in the 
action without taking over.” 

The Forum was packed, the 
150 seats sold out, and 50 
standees behind a cordon at the 
back. A bicyclist entered and cir¬ 
cled the audience. Slowly, more 
bikes were added, one by one: an 
older man with a beard rode 
standing up; an old-fashioned 
penny farthing cycle with a gi¬ 
gantic wheel in front and a tiny 
one in back, the rider sitting 
backwards and craning his head 
around to see where he was 
going; a woman in very low gear 
peddling frantically to keep up 
with everyone else. It was dizzy- 
making to see them circling at 
such a speed, an impression made 
even more vivid by the closeness 
of the riders. You could literally 
reach out and touch them. 

Besides riding, there was lots 
of running, jumping and general 
horsing around which con¬ 
tributed to the playful atmos¬ 
phere. One very beautiful section 
began by Lutes riding a bicycle 
with Benney sitting on the han¬ 
dlebars leaning back onto her 
chest, his head nestled on her 
shoulder, his arms hanging loose¬ 


ly across his lap. There was such 
tenderness and trust as they glid¬ 
ed around the room. Then a 
moving platform with piano and 
player slowly circumnavigated 
the space to the seductive and yet 
serene music of Satie. The couple 
returned on separate bikes and 
performed a duet that ended with 
them collapsing on the floor. 

Another section began with 
the shades covering the windows 
going up to reveal a backdrop of 
urban garden through a scrim. 
Some of the bikers from the be¬ 
ginning sequence rode by outside 
next to the glass, while other bik¬ 
ers circled farther off in the gar¬ 
den, their headlights tracing pat¬ 
terns in the mist. A biker knocked 
on the window, the scrim came 
up to show all the bikers clearly, a 
security guard unlocked the door, 
and the bikers rode in. 

But the best moment came 
last, in an unchoreographed 
serendipitous juxtaposition. As 
the dancers and bikers waded 
through a pile of bikes inside, two 
lovers (bona fide bystanders) 
were seen sitting on the steps, 
watching the performance 
through the windows. They snug¬ 
gled together in the chilly night 
and exchanged a few sweet kisses. 
Such a gentle intersecting of dis¬ 
parate worlds, and a reminder 
that in the end, we all belong to 
just one world. T

most fun, showcasing the cast as 
they stay in character while im¬ 
provising their interactions with 
the audience. 

The scripted moments also 
obviously evolved from improvi¬ 
sations, which were probably 
more impressive when they were 
first happening. There are ex¬ 
tended riffs and monologues that 
could use a ruthless editor, and 
the appearance of several sec¬ 
ondary characters, played by the 
same foursome, doesn’t fit very 


well into the proceedings direct¬ 
ed by Albert Takazauckas. The 
humor ranges from childish to 
mildly saucy to surreal, culminat¬ 
ing in an impressive sight gag 
about “the second coming of the 
King.” 

John X. Heart, who plays the 
head of the Weber clan, is a for¬ 
mer member of Fratelli Bologna, 
the local comedy troupe that cre¬ 
ated the show in 1988 with writer 
Martin Higgins. Heart is in his 
element as the benign if benight¬ 
ed Phil Weber, though the comic 
juice doesn’t flow as freely in Paul 
Killam’s performance as his wife. 
But Stephen Kearin is delightful 


as the hyperactive Sally Sue, and 
Bill Metz ably fills Bradley’s 
bowling shoes. 

Theater-goers are encouraged 
to bring a wrapped gift for an op¬ 
tional post-show gift exchange 
with the Webers. As I departed, 
the cast members were merrily in 
the throes of this exercise, oblivi¬ 
ous to the non-participants strag¬ 
gling out, and looking for all the 
world like they really meant it.

ing-class, down-to-earth good- 
naturedness by pouring them 
pitchers of beer on the house. 

“Everywhere we went across 
the country, bar¬ 
tenders kept offer¬ 
ing us free Bud,” 
said Strano, “so 
we decided to call 
it ‘The Beaver 
Budweiser Tour.’” 

Hail Marys 
fans (a large por¬ 
tion of whom re¬ 
side in Atlanta, 
even though the 
band is San Fran- 
cisco-based) like stripped-down, 
unpretentious, honest-to-goddess 
aggressive rock, not that namby- 
pamby “folk rock” the Marys es¬ 
chew as too soft. 

Strano claims the seminal 
punk band X as an influence, 
along with such heavy rockers as 
Black Flag and Led Zeppelin. Tor- 
rey was shaped more by ’80s 
heavy metal, Black Sabbath, 
Metallica, and dirge rock. Savage 
drew her inspiration from a wider 
array of music, from David Lee 
Roth to Van Halen and the latest 
trip hop. 


Melody makers 

“We produce a grind/groove- 
oriented, in-your-gut 70s sound,” 
said Strano, nearly shouting to be 
heard over the din of music and 
conversation in the Hole. “Our 
music is kind of heavy, our live 
sound aggressive. But the bottom 
line for us is melody.” 

In fact, what most distinguish¬ 
es the Marys’ sound is less its 
melody lines, catchy as they some¬ 
times are, or the guitar and bass, 
both played deftly, but Strano’s 
husky, searing voice. On the Hail 
Marys’ new CD California King, 
the band is bass-rich, guitar-solid, 
and — most distinctively — vo¬ 
cally seductive, even to a queer 
boy. 

Expertly mixed (by Mr. 
Toad’s), California King displays 
the Marys at their best, every note 
distinct, the lyrics clearly articu¬ 
lated, with the themes of person¬ 
al struggle and loss running 


through them. It’s rock with soul, 
and indeed Strano said the band 
was “into doing more soulful 
stuff” in the near future. 

Midway through the second or 
third pitcher, Strano’s partner of 
five years, Shar Rednour, showed 
up in the Hole, her long blond 
hair and femme 
attire a stark con¬ 
trast to Strano’s 
butch haircut and 
clothes. She 
promptly took 
charge of the in¬ 
terview, revealing 
within minutes 
the fact she had 
met her lover at 
Club Cream, a 
roving sex party. 

“It was love at first kiss,” she 
said of the encounter. 

A performance artist, writer, 
and editor, Rednour had been on 
a road tour with Sister Spit at the 
same time the Marys were tour¬ 
ing. Her role in the 12-member 
group — two musicians and 10 
performers — consisted of per¬ 
forming solo pieces, such as “How 
to fuck in high heels.” 

. Sex, it turns out, is an interest 
Rednour and Strano share not 
only with each other, but with the 


world. 

“If I weren’t in the band, I’d be 
making sex-ed videos all the 
time,” Strano said. She and Red¬ 
nour recently produced Bend 
Over, Boyfriend (Fatale Video), 
written and directed by Rednour, 
that instructed straight couples in 
the finer points of anal sex. It has 
become the bestselling video ever 
at Good Vibrations, the popular 
Valencia Street sex shop. 

Strano said straight couples 
are snapping up the video, and 
that’s a good thing. Her basic phi¬ 
losophy about sex and society, 
which probably most patrons of 
the Hole in the Wall would share, 
is simple and succinct: 

“The world would be a better 
place if more straight men would 
take it up the ass, if women could 
learn to shoot when they cum, 
and more men could learn how to 
cum without shooting.” T

0'■ s we all struggle valiantly to 
cope with the news that 
- Ellen and Anne are leaving 
Hollywood (and the news that 
Chastity Bono isn’t), we must 
also deal with the grim fact that 
November sweeps are over and 
reruns flood the networks like 
shoppers to QVC. ’Tis enough to 
make one overdo the eggnog. 

Amidst this glut of tarnished 
deja views, however, a few 
sparklers may be seen, like the 
soap from across the Pond, East- 
Enders, which airs weekly on PBS 
(check Channel 9 listings). As we 
have noted before, we became 
addicted to the program when 
our beloved lived in London- 
town. But this soap has much to 
tout beyond our own peculiar 
nostalgic attraction. 

What separates EastEnders 
from American soaps — and 
American TV in general — is that 
the characters are almost wholly 
working-class, with unglamorous 
jobs and real-life struggles to 
which we can all relate. What also 
differentiates this sudser from the 
American lite version is that (in 
the 12 years we’ve been watching) 
EE has always had queer charac¬ 
ters — couples and singles, dykes 
and fags. 

The current queer storyline 
has been heating up since sum¬ 
mer: Tony, resident ne’er-do-well 
rough trade of Albert Square, fell 
for soft-spoken Simon, the 
brother of his former girlfriend, 
Tiffany (yes, this is a soap). In re-

Jethro Bodine kind of innocence 
by the gorgeous Ivan Sergei. And 
in a startling bit of casting against 
type, Lisa Kudrow is an uptight 
schoolteacher whose dead brother 
was Bill’s lover. Her outrage over 
the antics of the selfish bitch who 
takes over all of their lives high¬ 
lights a brilliantly controlled per¬ 
formance. 

Ma Vie en Rose (My Life in

Director Berliner draws a 
memorable performance from 
young Georges du Fresne as Lu- 
dovic, the seven-year-old boy who 
insists that he will grow up to be a 
girl. His own certainty about his 
sexual identity is at first cheerful, 
and later desperate, as his family’s 
attitude advances from bemused, 
to frustrated, to hostile when con¬ 
fronted with young Ludo’s eccen¬ 
tric behavior. The boy wears a 
skirt to a neighbor’s party, and he 
locks up the Snow White of his 
school play so that he can be 
Blanche Netge and awaken to the 
kiss of his beloved best friend. 
Kudos go to the set designer who 
has adapted the bold palettes of 
Jacques Demy and Jean-Luc Go¬ 
dard to light up the world of Lu- 
dovic’s pre-adolescent fantasy. 
The boy’s secret life is whimsical¬ 
ly illustrated through wonderfully 
animated special effects that have 
him flying like Peter Pan with his 
fantasy creation, Madame Pam, in 
and out of billboards, over the 
rooftops of his town. A true orig¬ 
inal, Ma Vie en Rose is kept only 
by a too-pat denouement from 
achieving perfection. ▼ 


now our (pseudo) gay apparel 


cent weeks the two have begun 
living together. But last week, 
Simon’s abusive alcoholic father 
turned up, and the couple, who 
had already confronted Tony’s 
Jesus-freak sister and macho fa¬ 
ther (as well as Tiffany), were 
faced with coming out all over 
again. Coming out to his father 
made Simon question 
being in the closet 
anywhere. He decid¬ 
ed to. ditch his ho¬ 
mophobic job and 
look for work on the 
Square as an out 
queer. Next week’s 
episode por¬ 
tends some in¬ 
triguing plot 
twists. 

We can’t 
help but compare the solidity of 
EE with the frou-frou passing for 
serious queerness on networks 
stateside. We admit to a supreme 
fondness for NBC’s hot-ticket 
lavender item, Will & Grace. But 
we also regularly crave Taco Bell 
with or without that fey chi¬ 
huahua. Were we to follow the 
lead of our close friends, philoso¬ 
phers by trade who do theoretical 
deconstruction of most every¬ 
thing, we would say this about EE 
vs. W&G: One mirrors real life, 
the other reflects stereotypes. 

W&G reaches high levels of hi¬ 
larity on a weekly basis, indis¬ 
putably. We have the thigh-slap¬ 
ping bruises to prove it. But W&G 
should really be called The Fag 
Hag Show; it is more about 
straight women attracted to gay 
men than about queer life itself. 


Now before GLAAD gets their J. 
Crew boxers in a twist, let us note 
that there is nothing overtly of¬ 
fensive about W&G. But it re¬ 
mains a show about two couples: 
the good straight girl, Grace, who 
can’t get a man, and the good gay 
boy, Will, who also can’t get a 
man; and their foils, the queer 
coupling of Jack (Sean Hayes) 
and Karen (the amaz¬ 
ingly funny Megan 
Mullally). Jack appar¬ 
ently gets all the men 
he wants (off-screen), 
as does Karen (also 
off-screen). But these 
two do things 
together on a 
regular basis, 
including 
touching, butt¬ 
bumping, stomach-smacking and 
massages, that all have a height¬ 
ened sexual tension attendant to 
them. If Jack weren’t such a flamer 
and Karen such a, well, slut, we 
would know them for the couple 
they are. Ditto Grace and Will. 

Conversely, our queer EE cou¬ 
ple is obviously in love with each 
other despite the concomitant 
problems; they kiss on screen , 
they repair to the bedroom and 
rollick under the duvet just like 
twentysomethings in love/lust, 
and they are trying, however in¬ 
effectually, to make a life togeth¬ 
er. This is queer TV — a gay cou¬ 
ple living in straight society, cop¬ 
ing with the vicissitudes of daily 
life, queer and straight, homo- 
phobic and not. What we see on 
W&G is semblance and dissem¬ 
bling; we know the boys are gay 



because they joke about it con¬ 
stantly. But we have no real evi¬ 
dence of their gayness. This is 
much mcfre a show about why 
straight women like gay men 
than it is about anything else. 
And that’s fine. But it remains, 
fundamentally, pseudo-gay TV. 
EE is the real thing. 

Unsavory bake-off 

Now let us step off the soap¬ 
box and into the gutter, where all 
discourse on Aaron Spelling 
shows must take place. Speaking 
of pseudo-somethings, the Vir¬ 
ginia vs. Vanessa turkey baster 
bake-off on Sunset Beach has fi¬ 
nally put the bun in the oven, if 
we may mix our metaphors. We 
still find this storyline distasteful 
in the extreme and remain curi¬ 
ous about why no-one at 
GLAAD has protested this unsa¬ 
vory sexual repast, as a rape-cri¬ 
sis group in LA did. Rape is rape 
in our lexicon, whether the rub¬ 
ber gloves are on or off, whether 
it’s same-sex or not. Virginia 
drugged Vanessa, pushed up her 
bridesmaid’s dress, and pumped 
her with a turkey baster. We don’t 
need Cordelia to explain how 
icky this is. And using the instru¬ 
ment of reproductive choice for 
many lesbians only serves to 
make this plot device more in¬ 
sulting to queers. 

Conversely, ABC’s One Life to 
Live portrayed the rape of Todd 
Manning (the fabulous Roger 
Howarth) by his evil father Peter 
as extreme abuse. There were no 
allusions to homosexuality, no 
implication that such an act 


could be construed as anything 
but anti-sexual violence. Add in 
the touching scenes of man-to- 
man affection between Todd and 
father-figure Sam Rappaport 
(Kale Brown), and you have 
laudable — and extraordinarily 
well-acted — TV. 

Less well-acted were the 
scenes from the House floor last 
week when the Perjurers on Pa¬ 
rade episode of the impeachment 
debacle aired. A lesbian college 
basketball coach who had an af¬ 
fair with a player and a female 
shrink who had sex with a schiz¬ 
ophrenic patient were the best 
the Hyde-bound committee 
could conjure for folks who had 
lied about sex and gone to jail for 
rt. (That there were a few other 
crimes involved in these cases es¬ 
caped mention.) It looked like a 
rerun of Forgive or Forget, but we 
didn’t see Mother Love in (par¬ 
don the pun) evidence. 

Speaking of the House saga, 
though even Nightline and most 
conservatives are tiring of the 
endless Clinton impeachment 
show, a few hardliners remain on 
the tattered bandwagon. SF talk- 
show maven Melanie Morgan 
(KFSD-FM) whined away on Po¬ 
litically Incorrect the other night 
about how the “liberal” TV 
media never covers her anti- 
Clinton demonstrations in SF. 
Pardon us, but would this be the 
same media that refused to cover 
demos by queer activists against 
conservative politicos? Memo to 
Melanie: The grass is always 
greener on the other side of the 
political fence. ▼

struggle. I didn’t have to have 
major confrontations about every 
tiny detail. I had learned to com¬ 
promise, and I hate that word, but 
I had learned how to use my en¬ 
ergy to fight the good battle. And 
I just enjoyed working! 

I think I worked two or three 
weeks at the most on the movie, 
and I was paid $10,000 for the 
whole thing. And I was delighted! 
Years later, the producer, a mil¬ 
lionaire, had his daughter in the 
same school as mine. I was to pick 
up my daughter at their house 
one afternoon after play. So I 
drove up to the mansion of this 
producer, who gestured to his 
huge mansion next to Steven 
Spielberg’s house and said, “Look 
what your performance in Carrie 
has bought me!” 

And you got $10,000! What are 
your recollections of the original 
release of Carrie? Were you glad 
that you had chosen it as your en¬ 
tree back into films? 

On the night of the sneak preview, 
it was Halloween. I went to a sushi 
bar in Westwood with some 
friends and my ex-husband and 
got very drunk on beer. So I sort 
of prepared for it, and I saw the 
movie, but not really. I don’t real¬ 
ly know what I saw. I was just 
amazed at its success and flabber¬ 
gasted that I got a nomination. 
That was a shock! 

But the character is so over-the- 
top. She is certainly one of the 
most memorable aspects of the 
film, and her demise is unforget¬ 
table. The death scene must have 
been complicated to film. 

That scene took a whole day to 
film. 

My guess is that it was not done 
with computers. 

They had a steel girdle on my 
chest that fit underneath my 
nightgown. There were several 
blocks of wood at the very spots 
where the knives were supposed 
to enter me, and wires were at¬ 
tached to the blocks through the 
holes in my nightgown. The 
knives were 15 feet away at the 
other end, where the special ef¬ 
fects would attach th'e weapons. 
And it would sort of work its way 
down the wire very slowly, and 
then it was speeded up. 

So you actually saw the knives 
coming toward you!

Yes, but very slowly, sort of bob¬ 
bing along, and I sustain this ex¬ 
pression of horror for about a 
minute-and-a-half while these 
things were bobbing toward me. 
It was hysterical! As soon as 
they’d say, “Cut!” I would just 
laugh, because it was such a pre¬ 
posterous thing to be doing! 

Tell me about your new movie, 
which comes out on Christmas 
Day, Robert Rodriguez's The Fac¬ 
ulty. 

I had a fun part, but I can’t describe 
it without giving it away! I don’t 
want to be put in that spot, which is 
a similar situation to where I found 
myself in Twin Peaks. People would 
ask me about it... 

Did you know who killed Laura 
Palmer? Or was David Lynch 
making it up as he went along? 

He was. Nobody knew. 

I watched The Hustler again this 
week and was moved all over 
again by your performance as 
poor Sarah. You were the envy of 
every straight woman and gay 
man in America, getting to play a 
love scene with Paul Newman in 
his prime. Did you work well to¬ 
gether? 

Yes, we did. I liked him a lot, and 
I think he liked me. The movie 
seemed to take forever, although I 
don’t remember how long it was. 
We had a three-week rehearsal pe¬ 
riod in a rehearsal hall: real re¬ 
hearsals! Standing up, blocking 
the scenes... actually beginning to 
do the work. Nowadays what they 
call a rehearsal is more of a cos¬ 
tume fitting, and maybe a read- 
through. 

But The Hustler came out of a 
stage tradition. The film retains 
that appearance, too. 

It took me three days to get over 
the shock of looking into Paul’s 
face! 

How were the love scenes? There is 
a scene where his thumbs are bro¬ 
ken, and you have to unbutton him. 

I would think that looking at him 
would be one thing, and touching 
him something else again. 

I was pretty gung-ho as an actress 
in those days, pretty serious, and 
I told [director] Robert Rossen 
that under the covers I was going 
to strip, and that he ought to let 
Paul know. In those days, that re¬ 
ally wasn’t done! I don’t know 
how Paul felt about it. We shot 


two versions of the scene, one 
with me wearing his robe. 

Your leading men span several 
generations. You also made Tim 
with Mel Gibson when he was 
very young. You got to be Mrs. 
Robinson! 

Yes! He was 23, and he was so 
beautiful. He took my breath 
away. I just felt I was the luckiest 
thing in the world! It was his first 
movie, although it wasn’t the first 
to be released. 

You also co-starred with Rock 
Hudson. 

We made our screen test together 
when I first signed at Universal 
when I was seventeen. And I still 
remember the line, but I don’t re¬ 
member which one of us said it: 
“I love you like this, all stirred up 
with fire in your eyes!” 

He, with two other friends, 
took me to my first circus when I 
was seventeen. He used to come 
over to my house, and my mother 
would feed him. He was a big 
eater, and he loved food. We used 
to have a lot of fun. I never quite 
understood why he never made a 
pass at me. 

How long did it take you to figure 
that one out? 

It was never a lightbulb thing. It 
was just something I sort of un¬ 
derstood. By the time he was a big 
star, I had left Hollywood. We 
worked together in the early ’50s 
when we made Has Anyone Seen 
My Gal and The Golden Blade. 

One day a few years after I left 
Hollywood, when I was on Upper 
Broadway walking with Maureen 
Stapleton, we both spotted him. 
She was just crazy about him; to 
her, he was a real movie star. We 
saw him from half a block away, 
and we both yelled, “Rock! Rock!” 
We started running, and he start¬ 
ed running away, thinking we 
were fans. We were determined to 
catch him; he was alone, and he 
ducked into a shop. We caught up 
to him, and I said,“It’s Piper!” and 
he picked me up and threw me 
what felt like 15 feet into the air. I 
saw him again maybe a year be¬ 
fore he died. I don’t think he knew 
what he had yet. ▼

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Not afraid of Virginia Woolf 




Interview with author Michael Cunningham

| J| ith his third book, The 
Hours, novelist Michael 

W W Cunningham has 
achieved a kind of literary grace 
— writing a beautifully-crafted 
homage to his idol, the torment¬ 
ed British novelist Virginia 
Woolf. Cunningham’s clever con¬ 
ceit in The Hours is to weave the 
circumstances leading up to 
Woolf’s 1941 suicide into a pas¬ 
tiche involving the lives of two 
purely fictional women — a 
young war bride in 1940s Cali¬ 
fornia and a happily married les¬ 
bian in New York’s Village at the 
end of our century. Among other 
things, The Hours is like Woody 
Allen’s latest film, Celebrity, an 
inquiry into why we place so 
much importance on the com¬ 
ings and goings of the rich and 
famous and sometimes the mere¬ 
ly notorious. In the following 
passage, Clarissa Vaughan, a New 
York book editor — nicknamed 
Mrs. Dalloway, after Woolf’s 
most important literary creation, 
by her former lover, the dying gay 
poet Richard — is observing two 
teenage girls hyperventilating 
over the identity of a female 
movie star fleetingly glimpsed on 
location. 

“Clarissa stands guiltily, hold¬ 
ing her flowers, hoping the star 
will show herself again, embar¬ 
rassed by her own interest. She is 
not given to fawning over 
celebrities, no more than most 
people, but can’t help being 
drawn to the aura of fame — and 
more than fame, actual immor¬ 
tality — implied by the presence 
of a movie star in a trailer on the 
corner of MacDougal and Spring 
streets. These two girls standing 
beside Clarissa, twenty if not 
younger, defiantly hefty, slouch¬ 
ing into each other...; these two 
girls will grow to middle and 
then old age, either wither or 
bloat: the cemeteries in which 
they’re buried will fall eventually 
into ruin, the grass grown wild, 
browsed at night by dogs; and 
when all that remains of these 
girls is a few silver fillings lost un¬ 
derground, the woman in the 
trailer, be she Meryl Streep or 
Vanessa Redgrave or even Susan 
Sarandon, will still be known.” 

Back to the ’60s 

When we talk, Michael Cun¬ 
ningham confesses to a fascina¬ 
tion with Virginia Woolf dating 
back to the late ’60s. In those rad¬ 
ical days, he says, education con¬ 
sisted “mostly of teaching us 
what we thought we ought to 
learn. So we didn’t exactly read 
books, we soft of analyzed rock 
’n’ roll lyrics.” One day after 
school, Cunningham flaunted his 
theories about the poetic genius 
of Bob Dylan to an older girl he 
was desperately eager to impress. 
“She took a long contemplative 
drag on her cigarette and said, 
‘Well, I wonder if you’ve heard of 
T.S. Elliot or Virginia Woolf.’ I 
sort of had. I knew Virginia 
Woolf was a tall person who lived 
in a lighthouse and jumped into 
the ocean.” 

Shamed by this encounter 
into a trip to the library and 
falling head over heels in love 
with Woolf’s classic Mrs. Dal¬ 
loway, the young writer found 
himself seduced by Woolf’s liter¬ 
ary experiments. “Something 
about Woolf’s artistry, something 


Double dip 

Cunningham explains that two 
aspects of his novel The Hours 
stem directly from Woolf’s origi¬ 
nal design for Mrs. Dalloway — 
“what she thought she was doing 
was writing a book about a 
woman who commits suicide; her 
original intention was that Claris¬ 
sa Dalloway kill herself by the end 
of the book.” Cunningham says 
that Woolf realized that this was a 
bad choice while writing the novel 
and instead created another mad 
character who does kill himself. 
“So for my Mrs. Dalloway, my 
contemporary version of Woolf’s 
Clarissa Dalloway, I wanted to 
preserve that double self-portrait 
that I think in some sense Woolf 
was creating ... the kind of sane, 
relatively ordinary person, a love¬ 
ly, charming person who perse¬ 
veres, and the dark, deluded, more 
brilliant one who does not. 

“So my Clarissa is in a sense a 
reflection of Woolf’s sane side, 
and my Richard, the poet who is 
dying, for whom the protease in¬ 
hibitors came along too late, is 
both my version of Woolf’s 
[dark] character and a part of 
Woolf herself.” 

Cunningham adds that even 
his title The Hours is borrowed 
— it was the original working 
title for Mrs. Dalloway. In the 
end, despite his borrowings, 


about what she was doing with 
language, and even about her in¬ 
sistence that the stuff of great lit¬ 
erature is contained in the most 
ordinary events,” he says “— that 
great books can be written about 
foreign wars, the search for God, 
and they could also be written 
about a relatively ordinary 
fifty-two year old woman on a 
relatively ordinary day in her life; 
that life is any strand of DNA, it 
carries all the information you 
need for the mind of God, if you 
will. Woolf and [Mrs. Dalloway] 
have been particularly powerful 
presences in my head ever since.” 

In The Hours Cunningham 
poses the basic problem in 
Woolf’s life — that she could 
only live happily and feed her 
muse if she hovered on the brink 
of madness. Cunningham asserts 
that, ironically, it is possible to 
dramatize Woolf’s demons but 
not ascertain any medical cause. 
“Woolf suffered from some form 
of mental illness that is proving 
difficult to diagnose in retro¬ 
spect. She lived at a time when 
they extracted teeth as a cure for 
her deep fits of suicidal depres¬ 
sion. She had great highs and 
deep, deep, deep lows. 

“She wrote in her diaries that 
while she dreaded her descents 
into madness more than any¬ 
thing — she would have periods, 
and they would come on her 
suddenly, when she was insane, 
when she believed the birds were 
talking and that anybody who 
tried to help her was a devil try¬ 
ing to kill her — she believed in 
some deep and mysterious way 
that an essential part of her art 
came from these periods, that she 
emerged from her bouts of what 
she called madness, as she said, 
‘bloodied and ready to fight.’ 
Something about what she saw in 
those periods carried over into 
her lucid states, and Mrs. Dal¬ 
loway, To The Lighthouse, The 
Waves — all her immortal books 
that will be read as long as any¬ 
one reads anything, owe some¬ 
thing to her fits of madness.” 


Author Michael Cunningham 


Cunningham has crafted his 
tribute to Woolf in a manner 
that seems legitimate — a very 
modern novel in the fashion that 
Woolf’s brilliant discoveries help 
make possible, a novel that also 
has, to borrow a much-abused 
phrase, a very gay sensibility. The 
Hours, Cunningham asserts, was 
the product of a kind of full sub¬ 
mersion literary baptism — a 
diving into the pool of Woolf at 
the deepest end, and then a kind 
of sublime forgetfulness. “What 
I did was immerse myself as 
deeply and completely in Woolf 
as I possibly could 
and close all 
the books, 
the biogra¬ 
phies, her 
novels, her 
letters, every¬ 
thing, and try 
to write as 
myself, deeply 
under the in¬ 
fluence of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf, 
didn’t want to 
be Michael 
Cunningham 
writing as Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf — 
she was a genius, 
and I would just 
look like a fool if 
I tried to do that. 

And I didn’t want 
it to be an imita¬ 
tion. I wanted to write with the 
flash of Virginia Woolf still 


blinding me a 
little bit, but very much in my 
own voice as myself. So I just 
took a deep, deep dive into 


Woolf by way of 30 or 40 books, 
and that was it. I forced myself 
not to look at them again as I 
was writing.” ▼

Insomnia 

W hen painters toss and turn at 
night and can’t nod off, what 
do they do? They get up and 
paint their anxieties. Likewise bleary- 
eyed sculptors, rather than lie fruit¬ 
lessly in bed, stay up through the wee 
hours, creating works that get at the 
source of their sleeplessness. 

Such is the premise behind “In¬ 
somnia,” a group art exhibit opening 
Friday, December 11, at the lesbian 
owned and operated Bucheon Gallery, 
in which a dozen artists, women and 
men, some gay, some not, respond to 
their experiences of being up while 
everyone else is snoozing. 

Among the local gay artists repre¬ 
sented is Tino Rodriguez, whose ex¬ 
quisite paintings blend surreal ele¬ 
ments in finely detailed works replete 
with sensuous human figures, fairies, 
butterflies, and various other flora and 
fauna. The images are simultaneously 
charming and disturbing, seductive 
and repellent. 

One of Rodriguez’ paintings in the 
exhibit, Campos magneticos, is a round 
portrait of a man wearing a diamond- 
studded bridal veil that trails off into 
space from within a spherical, space- 
age house. The man is vomiting flow¬ 
ers, and is surrounded by butterflies. 
The latter, says Rodriguez, symbolize 
dreams, sleep and transcendence. 

Another local celebrity painter. 
Scooter, whose often whimsical 
works have been exhibited widely in 
the queer arts community, is con¬ 
tributing two pieces to “Insomnia.” 
One, “Panic Attack ” Scooter describes 
as“a self portrait with prosthetic arms, 
balancing a Coke™ bot tie on my head, 
with an arrow going through my 
heart.” 

The frame for the piece, he adds, is 
painted “obnoxious fluorescent orange.” 

Also from Scooter is “Waiting in 
the Lobby of 691 O’Farrell "depicting 
a boy in a dress, and a chandelier. This 
boy, too, has prosthetic arms. What’s 
up with that? 

“Sometimes I feel I’m shit,” replies 
Scooter. “I’m nothing. I’m a big reject. 
I paint these arms then, when I can’t 
deal with anything.

efore we get into the goings 
on in certain cities, let’s first 
consider the roster of can¬ 
didates for the 1999 International 
Mr. Leather title.
